In fact, McNeil 
caught his big break in 1979, when he interviewed Norman Mailer for the 
special fifth anniversary edition of HIGH TIMES. Several European magazines 
picked up the interview, Legs started making real money as a writer, hired a 
literary agent, and became internationally renowned. Now, he's even more 
notorious as a writer and Senior Editor for Bob Guccione Jr.”s SPIN magazine. 
But Legs McNeil will always be remembered as the “‘original punk.”” 

This month's interview with Jerry Garcia marks a happy reunion between 
Legs and me. In a strange way, this month's ‘Legs McNeil Famous Person's 
Interview’’ is the result of Tom Forcade’s vision for HIGH TIMES to be a 
magazine for people of alll cultures who enjoy getting high—hippies, punks, 
beatniks, and any other alternative culture who feels outside the mainstream.

Four days before J. Danforth Quayle 
was elected to the second highest office 
in the United States, a convict named 
Brett Kimberlin stepped forward and ac- 
cused Quayle of purchasing pot from him 
“anywhere from 15 to 20” times during an 
18-month period from 1971-73. The story 
broke in the £/ Reno Daily Tribune in El 
Reno, Oklahoma. Kimberlin is currently 
servinga 50-year sentence for smuggling 
marijuana and committing several bomb- 
ings in Indianapolis.

Kimberlin subse- 
quently was banished twice to solitary 
confinement. 

With the election so near, the Bureau of 
Prisons (BOP), an arm of the Justice De- 
partment, interceded. “We do not do 
press conferences for inmates,” si 
BOP spokeswoman Kathryn Johnson. 
According to a report in the Daily Oklaho- 
man in Oklahoma City, the order to cancel 
the conference came from BOP director 
Mike Quinlan. 

Kimberlin spent 24 hours in solitary 
from November 4 to November 5. On No- 
vember 6, he returned a call placed by 
Dennis Bernstein, the executive pro- 
ducer of “Undercurrents,” a news pro- 
gram aired by WBAI-FM in New York. Part 
Of that interview follows. 

DB: When did you first meet Dan 
Quayle? 

BK: In 1971 at a party at Indiana Uni- 
versity. We struck up a relationship that 
lasted for about 18 months. | sold him 
small quantities of marijuana for his per- 
sonal use about once a month during that 
period. He was a good customer. He was 
a friend of mine. He always paid in cash.

He was very apprecia- 
tive. But Dan Quayle has made categori- 
cal denials that he's never seen pot, 
never smoked pot, never went to a party 
where pot was smoked and never known 
anybody who smoked pot [laughs].

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LEGAL NEEDLES: SWAP PROGRAM HITS NEW YORK

AIDS doesn’t make many headlines 
anymore. It’s old news. Since HIGH 
TIMES last examined the crisis (May 
°88 issue) several thousand people 
have died and a multitude more new 
cases have been reported. The AIDS 
epidemic is centered in New York and 
San Francisco and its history in those 
cities is a study in contrasts. 

San Francisco is the only city in the 
United States to effectively deal with 
the outbreak among intravenous drug 
users (IVDUs). Its Mid-City Consortium 
to Combat AIDS was the first program 
in America to confront addicts’ behav- 
ior regarding needle hygiene. Mid-City 
dispenses information about safer 
drug and sex habits as well as bleach 
toclean needles with, so that they may 
be safely shared. Cleaning a needle 
takes just seconds; by rinsing it twice 
with bleach and then water it's made 
safe to use more than once. This infor- 
mation is readily available and acces- 
sible. Mid-City does not put any sur- 
veillance on users nor does it demand 
compliance. 

New York, until recently, was doing 
just the opposite. Since 1986 the 
debate over how to and even whether 
to treat IVDUs has been highly polar- 
ized and extremely political. And while 
the politicos argued, thousands died 
and many more became carriers of the 
virus. 

Last November, New York began a 
pilot program for IVDUs. Rather than 
having addicts clean illegally obtained 
needles (New York is one of 11 states 
where possession of a hypodermic i 
strumentis a crime), the program gives 
them sterile needles and the chance to 
exchange them for new ones free of 
charge. 

When this idea was first proposed, 
almost all of New York officials oppos- 
ed it, including the mayor and the 
governor. Only City Health Commis- 
sioner Stephen Joseph favored the 
Program. In the meantime, ADAPT 
(Association for Drug Abuse Preven- 
tion and Treatment), a group of 
recovering addicts, took matters into 
their own hands: They went to 
shooting galleries and handed out 
bleach. 

Last May, ADAPT threatened to 
hand out clean needles. The group had 
concluded that it could not inform 
enough addicts about bleach, and that 
needle exchange or giveaway was a 
better solution to the problem. New 
York responded by reversing its of- 
ficial stand against exchanges and 
giveaways. The pilot program was pro- 
posed. 

The program is well-intentioned. 
Billed as an experiment, it has a plan- 


ned enrollment of 400 addicts—half 
will actually receive needles and the 
other half will just get counseling. To 
get into the program the addict must 
have a letter proving that he has been 
turned away from a rehabilitation pro- 
gram or treatment center (in- or out- 
patient) due to lack of space. Since 
most of New York's rehab programs. 
have at least a six-month waiting list, 
this requirement is not that hard to 
meet. 

But the program has its problems. 
Accessibility, for one. There is only 
one location where addicts can go to 
get the needles. Says Dr. John Wat- 
ters, director of San Francisco's pro- 
gram: "For needle exchanges to work, 
addicts must have to go through little 
or no more trouble than when they 
were obtaining needles illegally.” 

Another problem is the size of the 
sample. Intended to serve as an ex- 
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change for 200 addicts—out of the 
estimated 200,000 IVDUs in New York 
City—only 12 had applied at press- 
time. “Even 200 addicts is too small,” 
admits Sam Friedman. the program's 
designer, “to research the project's 
original purpose of determining if need- 
le exchange is a positive factor in 
stopping the spread of AIDS.” Even 
with this modest sampling, Friedman 
is Noping to find out whether or not 
“needle exchange gets people into 
treatment and helps reduce needle- 
sharing behavior.” The program will 
run from six to nine months and then 
be evaluated. 

Butdueto lack of government fund- 
ing, support or concern for IVDUs, 
many more deaths will occur. How 
many will die while New York analyzes 
its limited needle-exchange experi- 
ment? A program for 400 addicts may 
be a start, but it's just not enough. @

CNE MANS DOP 
A JAB AT THE CRACK PLAGUE

The new money going into drug 
treatment this year is finding some 
interesting new venues. 

Readers of the New York Times’ "B’ 
section on a typically ugly weekend in 
the everlasting crack plague last 
autumn may have been impressed with 
the photo decorating that weekend's 
routine crack story: the back of the head 
of a large young black man, both ears 
bristling with acupuncture quills, and a 
burly bearded professor-type in the 
middle distance, exhibiting this 
recovering crack casualty and his 
therapy to State Senators Roy Goodman 
and Guy Velella in a government hearing 
room off City Hall Park in lower 
Manhattan. 

“1m a welder,” was the first thing the 
first acupunctured witness had told the 
legislators. Then he'd very briefly 
described his years on crack—"during 
which | was unemployable"— 
incinerating $400 of it every single day 
since his first taste of it in 1985. “I was 
high when I came into the clinic” for his 
very first acupuncture treatment, he 
testified, with quills in his ears. “I felt a 
chill, a big chill, and then all the tension 
drained straight out of my body.” Ten 
days later he was well enough to go job- 
seeking. “Now | am back at my trade as 
awelder. | have no craving, because of 
the daily acupuncture. I know if | go

back to crack, I'll lose my job and 
everything else of value as a human 
being. “End of memorized statement, 
obviously, delivered succinctly and with 
terrific dignity. 

Senator Velella sounded a little 
dubious about this radical new drug- 
treatment modality, which is only as old 
as shamanism. “Does it work that well 
every single time, Doctor? One 
treatment and the addict feels 
all better?” 

“When you've got a fellow, Senator,” 
replied Dr. Michael Smith of the Lincoin 
Hospital acupuncture-detoxification 
clinic in the South Bronx, “with a gun in 
his pocket, and he's looking for 
methadone, and you say to him ‘No, 
wait, we'll do this instead’—you’d better 
be good.” 

coreeeeneeeereresd 
The Commissioner of the New York City 
Department of Probation is the Hon. 
Kevin T. Smyley, who was the next. 
witness after Dr. Smith to speak at that 
hearing of the Senate Subcommittee on 
Government Operations. Smyley covets 
Dr. Smith's proficency with his magic 
needles. “I could use it right now, for 
this headache,” he confesses a few 
days afterward in his soft-lit, quiet little 
office off Foley Square. “It's supposed to 
be the perfect thing for stress.” 

Headache or not, Commissioner 
Smyley is not counterfeiting his 
fascination with acupuncture and drug- 
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abuse treatment and research. 
“Acupuncture appears to be an 
excellent modality for stabilizing the 
cocaine addict,” he declares in flawless 
substance-abuse tech talk. “We've got 
to investigate it!” he exults almost 
boyishly. The Commissioner is a slender 
young intellectual who keeps his sister's 
hardbound PhD thesis on Senegalese 
women novelists tucked into his office 
rack of lawbooks, and the City and State 
have just promised him $8.5 million 
with which he may investigate the 
nature and treatment of narcotics 
addiction. Headache or not, Smyley 
literally can’t sit still. 

“There'll be a dual purpose to the new 
expanded program,” he pledges firmly: 
“to enhance the safety of the public 
and to enhance our services to 
individual probationers by conducting a 
better surveillance program with a 
therapeutic theme.” 

City Probation has 54,000 people on 
its case lists on an average day, and 
Smyley expects to start urinanalyzing 
every one of them with this new money. 
‘The idea is to identify those 
probationers who are into taking drugs, 
zero in on the ones whose drug-taking is 
a problem for themselves and their 
communities, and get them into 
treatment. “It'll be up to the discretion 
of the individual probation officer,” he 
declares. “A person who's doing well, in 
the officer's opinion, headed ina 
positive direction, might pull repeated 
positives and get nothing more adverse 
than a warning. While for another 
individual, if the officer believes that 
any involvement at all in drugs renders 
this particular person a danger to the 
community, he might be violated after a 
single opiate or cocaine positive. 

‘Another purpose of piss-testing 
probationers is to furnish them witha 
solid, unchallengable excuse to Just 
Say No' to their neighborhood dope 

rs while they're on probation. One 
criticism of this notion, which has 
been put forth by a 20-year veteran 
researcher from the State’s Department 
of Substance Abuse Services (DSAS), 
maintains that the peer pressure to 
‘take drugs in many probationers’ 
communities is so overwhelming that, 
for them, it negates the remote chance 
of getting caught by urinalysis. Smyley 
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thinks about this for a minute and then 
smiles almost cruelly: “That chance is 
not nearly so remote any more. It was 
remote in the past, because our 
probation officers didn’t have any way of 
knowing if these individuals have drugs 
in their systems. But now everyone's on 
notice. If they submit to that peer 
pressure, there will be consequences.” 
Here's a man who enjoys his work. 

Another DSAS objection to Smyley’s 
proposals involves, predictably, the 
exceedingly limited number of 
conventional drug-treatment slots DSAS 
can realistically expect to furnish to his 
drug-troubled probationers, considering 
the chronical ly-scanty State drug- 
treatment appropriations. “ 
of fact,” Smyley counters, “the Justice 
Department in Washington is interested 
in helping us fund a systematic efficacy 
and cost-effectiveness study of 
acupuncture detoxification for cocaine 
and heroin addicts, contrasting it with 
the three traditional treatment 
modalities: stepdown detoxification, 
clinic-outpatient treatment and 
residential therapeutic communities.” 
Since acupuncture costs about $15 a 
treatment, and therapeutic 
communities run to several hundred 
dollars per day per slot, the cost part of 
this cost-effectiveness study should be 
something to greatly impress the likes 
of Senator Velella, chairman of the New 
York State Senate Committee on 


Alcoholism and Drug Abuse.

In fact, back in that hearing room off 
City Hall Park in the midst of the never- 
ending crack plague last autumn, 
Senator Goodman of the influential 
Senate Finance Committee was 
absolutely spellbound by the subject of 
acupuncture detoxification—after 
barely ten minutes of Dr. Smith's 
exquisitely soft-voiced, lucid 
presentation and effortlessly dramatic 
body dynamics. “This is Shen Men, the 
Gate of the Spirit,” Smith was showing 
Goodman, pressing in a quill up near 
the crest of that large young black man's 
earlobe. “It's a subtle one. | have to wait 
until | feel a tingling in my 
fingertips. 

“You feel a tingle in your fingers?” 
Goodman asked, flabbergasted. 

“Yes, if | do it just right.” 

‘Do you think | would feel a tingle in 
my fingers, if | touched it?” Senator 
Goodman is gaffed and netted, from the 
looks of it. 

“You might,” allows Dr. Smith. “Here, 
why don’t you try touching it right 
here...” 

The photographers scramble as. 
Senator Goodman leans over the panel 
partition, his long slim fingers clasped 
in the knobby paw of Dr. Smith, and for 
the first and last and only time in his life 
touches a dope addict. “I don’t know. 
The needle does feel a little warmer 
than you'd expect...”

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PEACEFUL 
DRUG REFORM 
DISCUSSED 


The third weekend in October saw 250 
members of the loyal opposition to the 
“War on Drugs" gather at the Hyatt 
Regency in Bethesda, Maryland for the 
Drug Policy Foundation's International 
Conference on Drug Policy Reform. The 
conference's theme was ‘Practical 
Models of Peaceful Drug Policy Reform.”

MEDICAL 
MARIJUANA 
ON HOLD 


The Drug Enforcement Administration 
is currently standing in the way of one 
of the biggest breakthroughs regard- 
ing marijuana legalization. Though the 
DEA’s chief administrative law judge 
Francis Young recommended in 
September that pot be legalized for 
treatment of multiple sclerosis and 
nausea suffered by cancer patients un- 
dergoing chemotherapy, the DEA 
issued a 75-page document in Novem- 
ber recounting the standard govern- 
ment exceptions to medical- 
marijuana usage. A finding by the 
DEA’s Administrator John Lawn is ex- 
pected sometime this year. 

At issue is changing marijuana’s 
status from a Schedule I drug (heroin, 
PCP, LSD) to a Schedule II drug “so 
that it can beemployedin treatment by 
physicians in proper cases,” Judge 
Young concluded. 

“The case is an overwhelmingly 
powerful one," says NORML's lawyer 
Kevin Zeese. “Unless you have a clos- 
ed mind and ignore the inescapable 
evidence, you can'thelp but reach this 
conclusion.” 

The 16-year-old case will be review- 
ed by Lawn, who Zeese expects will 
agree with the DEA’s exceptions. The 
next step would be for NORML to file 
suit with the Court of Appeals. “We're 
looking at at least another two years,” 
Zeeseestimates. —SB

ni November 18, 1988, President 

Reagan signed the “Anti-Drug 

Abuse Act of 1988,” despite the 
urging of the Wall Street Journal that he 
pocket-veto the bill to preserve the im- 
perial presidency. 

The Journal was upset that civil-rights 
advocates had succeeded in watering 
down some of the more stringent provi- 
sions of the bi-annual congressional Drug 
Bill_including the “proposed reform of 
the exclusionary rule,” which would have 
let police conduct illegal searches if they 
were acting in good faith, and the death 
penalty for drug kingpins who order mur- 
ders. The Journal’s favored policy is to 
build more prisons and throw every drug 
user in jail. Anything short of that is being 
too soft on drugs.

Despite the Journal's concern that the 
Drug Bill didn’t go far enough in attacking 
the users of drugs, the “Anti-Drug Abuse 
Act of 1988” does contain new ap- 
proaches to try and get the attention of 
drug users and deter them from taking il- 
legal drugs. In fact, the bill asserts that itis 
now “the declared policy of the United 
States Government to create a Drug- 
Free America by 1995.” 

In its final form the bill is over 800 
pages long. Although some of its key pro- 
visions have been well publicized, the bill 
orders the new drug czar to conduct a 
public relations campaign, within 90 days 
of his confirmation, to educate the public 
about the new penalties. They include: a 
$10,000 fine for possession of small 
amounts of illegal drugs; loss of Federal 


benefits for persons convicted in state 
courts of drug offenses; eviction from 
public housing of tenants who either pos- 
sess illegal drugs or are visited by people 
possessing illegal drugs; and encourage- 
ment for private industry to expand the 
use of urine testing. 

The $10,000 fine would be levied on 
individuals in lieu of criminal charges, and 
would be a civil fine, similar to decriminal- 
ization fines in some states. However, the 
individual may request a hearing before 
an administrative law judge, and if 
needed, an appeal in a US District Court 
where guilt must be established beyond a 
reasonable doubt. Any individual pre- 
viously convicted in state or Federal 
court ofa drug offense would not be eligi- 
ble for a fine and would receive criminal 
penalties instead—just as before. 

The bill does not supersede decrimi- 
nalization statutes or state laws, it merely 
provides local authorities with the option 
of referring possession cases to the Fed- 
eral government or handling them di- 
rectly. The prohibition against citing 
someone for the civil fine who has had a 
previous conviction is supposed to guard 
against defendants being prosecuted lo- 
cally and, at the same time. receiving the 
$10,000 fine. But some have argued that 
the law could be interpreted as only ex- 
‘empting multiple offenders, and that a 
first offender could suffer from both sanc- 
tions. We will see in the next few months 
how frequently this fine is utilized, and 
how selectively. There is speculation that 
US Attorneys are already grumbling that 
they have more important cases to pur- 
sue and try, rather than wasting their pre- 
cious time litigating cases involving 
possession of small amounts of drugs. The 
law may also be unconstitutional, because 
itis contrary to US legal doctrine to use 
civil penalties as a subterfuge for criminal 
punishment. 

State courts are also empowered un- 
der this bill to deny Federal benefits to 
persons convicted of drug offenses. In this 
context, Federal benefits are defined to 
exclude retirement, welfare, social secu- 
rity, health, disability, veteran's benefits, 
public housing or other similar benefits 
for which payments or services are re- 
quired for eligibility. Narcs and inform- 
ants are exempt from this possible 
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penalty, and it, too, is of dubious constitu- 
tionality, because it gives state courts ju- 
risdiction over Federal benefits. The 
President is directed to provide a report 
to Congress on how that delicate consti- 
tutional issue is going to be handled. 

The last 20 years have produced ample 
evidence that increasing the penalties for 
drug-related offenses does not deter 
drug use or drug abuse (many examples 
of exceptions being made to whatever 
harsh measures are on the books). These 
new penalties are serious matters for 
whoever is successfully prosecuted under 
them, but are otherwise irrelevant to 
making progress in diminishing drug 
abuse in this country. 

For example, before he signed the 
Drug Bill, President Reagan approved, on 
November 9, a special piece of legislation 
which allowed actor Michael Wilding a 
resident visa, despite a drug conviction in 
Wales 14 years ago. (As fans of John Len- 
non remember, it is US policy to deny 
resident status to foreigners convicted of 
drug offenses.) Wilding, who appears on 
The Guiding Light, was convicted of pos- 
sessing and cultivating marijuana. He's 
Elizabeth Taylor's son, and the special leg- 
islation Congress passed to give Wilding 
his visa was a courtesy to Senator John 
Warner, Taylor’s ex-husband. 

lapplaud Reagan for his reasonableness 
towards Wilding. | just wish Nixon had 
applied the same understanding towards 
John Lennon, whose persecution was 
part of the “zero tolerance” policy of the 
Nixon administration, which believed 
that giving Lennon a resident visa sent the 
wrong message to America’s youth. 
However, coming on the heels of the 
“Anti-Drug Abuse Act of 1988" and its 
‘objective of creating a drug-free America 
by increasing intolerance of drug use, the 
special privilege granted Wilding takes on 
greater significance. 

When Congress considers drug users 
in the abstract, they have no qualms about 
submitting them to an ever-increasing 
policy of suppression. When Congress 
considers drug users as individuals, when 
drug users are identified as their family, 
staff, or friends, then Congress becomes 
compassionate and reasonable. 

Rather than rant about this obvious hy- 
pocrisy we ought to learn from it. We 
must remind Congress that when it talks 
about drug users, it’s talking about 
American citizens, about their constitu- 
ents, about friends and family. We must 
work to humanize this issue so our Sena- 
tors and Representatives will pass bills 
that do us—not just a celebrity's son—a 
few favors, too. @ 


DUKE WHITE SPEAKS 


Duke White is a member of the Ghost 
Clan of the Native American Church. To 
join the church, White explains, one must 
believe that “cannabis is an appropriate 
medicine for use in religious ceremonies 
and meditation.” The Church, he says, is 
incorporated to “preserve and practice 
the faith of the Lipan, the Tepecano and 
the Rastafari’ 

On October 7, White and his wife, Di- 
ana, were busted. Four plants were found 
in White's house in Mesita, Colorado after 
the police were tipped off by two female 
hitchhikers who White let stay at his 
house the night before. 

White ran as a write-in candidate for 
Sheriff of Costilla County in 1986. He lost 
to Pete Espinoza. Espinoza was one of 
ten officers on hand for the Whites’ arrest. 
Below, Duke White tells what happened: 

“ve gone through kind of a hard time 
this year—not just getting busted the 
past few days. In July, | found two part- 
ners of mine murdered down in New 
Mexico—in the mountains above 
Questa. They had several hundred large 
marijuana plants and they were both lay- 
ing face down inside of ahouseattached 
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toa small greenhouse. The coroner said 
they'd been hit in the head and beaten to 
death. These were good partners. They 
were members of the Ghost Clan. It’s a 
terrible thing what the marijuana laws 
do! People get killed because they're 
growing pot! Maybe somebody went to 
rip ‘em off, maybe the cops did it; we 
don't know who did it because they 
haven't made any arrests. But this is un- 
doubtedly not a unique story. It's the 
kind of thing that's happening all over 
the United States, and they're claiming 
that this is ‘drug-related violence.’ Sure, 
it's drug-related violence! The violence 
is that it's against the law to exercise 
your religious liberties. What we're do- 
ing now by sitting back—the marijuana 
people—we're gonna let them kill us, 
man. We had Ronald Reagan for eight 
years, now we've got Georgie Bush. 
What's gonna keep him from appointing 
Manuel Noriega as fucking Secretary of 
Defense? 

“It's serious, man. When they busted 
me, they didn't just come to me and say, 
‘Duke White, we want to arrest you be- 
cause we think you're growing mari- 


MURDER IN 
THE MOUNTAINS 


In this case, old news is bad news. On 
August 8, two growers were found 
murdered in Questa, New Mexico. The 
Taos News reported the deaths of 
Michael Riddle and Keith Landemeyer 
after having been informed by Duke 
White (see accompanying article), who 
went to visit his friends and discovered 
their bodies. 

“I could smell what | thought was a 
septic tank,” he told the News. “The 
dogs were skinny. The lawn was over- 
grown, which was unusual. Mike was 
real fastidious." White walked through 
an open door into the house and found 


two badly decomposed bodies who he 
was able to identify as Riddle and 
Landemeyer. ‘I flipped out,” White 
said. 

A medical investigator, Dr. Chris 
Sperry, determined that both had been 
killed with blows to the head from a 
blunt object. One of the tires on 
Riddie’s pickup truck had been 
slashed. But no plants were stolen. Ap- 
proximately 200 were found in a green- 
house and outdoors near the house. 

White described Riddle, who he had 
Previously worked with as a security 
guard at a ski area, as someone “you 
wouldn't pick a fight with.” Riddle, in 
his mid-30s, was a veteran who once 
guarded nuclear missile silos in West 
Germany. “He was bad,” White said. 


juana.’ If they search my house with a 
warrant, fine. They take me to jail, | put up 
a bond, I got out, | go to trial and every- 
thing's the way it's supposed to be. In- 
stead, they came into the house at three 
in the morning. They went into my 14- 
year-old daughter's bedroom—a male 
Colorado State Patrolman with a 12- 
gauge sawed-off shotgun—like some- 
body was going to spring out of the closet.

My wife was 
hauled to jail too. They got both of us for 
growing pot—one plant downstairs and 
three little plants upstairs. They were 
clones into a rock wool mass and it was 
seeded—it was the Ghost Clan seed 
strain. They got one plant and a small 
seed-breeding thing! 

“They dragged my wife out—they in- 
jured her going down to the jail in the car. 
It's freaky what they did to my family. They 
hauled off my 15-year-old son in hand- 
cuffs. When we got down to the jail, they 
refused to give my wife medical treat- 
ment. By seven in the morning, they 
called the ambulance. The ambulance 
said to transport her to the hospital, which 
is 52 miles away—the police wouldn't do 
it! My lawyer came at 11:30. They refused 
to let him in to see us. At 12 o'clock they 
finally took my wife to the hospital. The 
doctor said, ‘Get her off her feet, put her 
on crutches, give her pain pills.’ They 
wouldn't get her off her feet, they made 
her walk to the car, they refused to get her 
the pain pills and the crutches. And then 
they brought her back to jail, man. 

“They took my kids away and put em in 
a welfare-foster home like I'm some sort 
of an unfit parent. It's bullshit! I'm sad be- 
cause ithappened to me, but it could hap- 
pen to every one of you. | never thought 
this would happen to me. | thought that 
we lived in a more enlightened world than 
to have people come in at three o'clock 
with flak jackets and machine guns—10 
police officers! This is what you think of 
happening in Argentina.”

An acquaintance recently said to me, 
“It’s a good thing that we won World War 
IL, If we didn't, we'd all be forced to drive 
German cars and listen to Japanese 
sound equipment.” 

Axis production facilities were 
destroyed by the end of the war. But the 
two countries’ ruined factories did not 
represent their wealth. Their main re- 
source was the technological skills of 
their people. Just a short time after the 
war, both countries were again economi- 
cally viable. Skilled, hard working labor 
forces built new factories using the lat- 
est technologies, putting the United 
States’ older industrial plants at a 
disadvantage. 

As a result of their surrender, the Axis 
powers’ defense spending was limited to 
a small percentage of their gross na- 
tional product (GNP). Freed from the bur- 
dens of military spending, both 
countries provided more social services 
for their citizens. In addition, more 
money was available for product re- 
search and development. Meanwhile, 
non-military research money in the US 
dried up. 

The US prefered to squander its re- 
search dollars on military science. This 
produced some new products for indus- 
try, but hardly what would be available if 
the money had been spent directly on 
non-military projects. As a result, our in- 
dustrial base has been totally distorted. 

Now, many large American companies 
with significant research abilities are 
content to suck on the government's mil- 
itary teat rather than compete in the real 
world. Bell Labs, General Electric, Mo- 
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ANS, JAPS WI 


torola and Singer have all decided that 
government research is easier and more 
lucrative than high-end consumer re- 
search. In the process, they have let 
Sony, Casio, Mitsubishi and the other 
members of the Japanese consumer- 
electronics cartel take over the market. 

Isn't it sad that RCA didn't develop the 
Walkman? Another group of companies, 
including General Dynamics and Lock- 
heed, do nothing but sell products to the 
military. When Lockheed tried to com- 
pete in the competitive airliner market, it 
crashed. 

Although the military market may 
seem lucrative, the worldwide consumer 
market is where the money is. After 
World War Il, everything the US produced 
was golden. American cars, trucks, farm 
equipment and appliances, as well as 
our farm products, were sought after. 
The decline began as the US military 
technology companies drew the 
brightest minds into their orbit and out of 
consumer-products research. The rate of 
decline has grown geometrically each 
year, evidenced by this disturbing fact— 
there is virtually no high-end camera, au- 
dio, video or television manufacturing by 
‘American-owned companies in the US. 
Forget about the world markets, almost 
every American industry is fighting just 
to maintain its domestic market. Com- 
puter chips, textiles, clothing, ceramic 
tile, basic steel, machine tools, food and 
flowers are just a few industries 
threatened. 

Don't blame the competition. The Jap- 
anese have no major resources. To make

Out in OH 
My friend Junior down in sunny Puerto 
Rico grows real fine, sweet marijuana. It 
is really excellent—probably the finest 
anyone could smoke. 

He says his seeds originally came 
from Panama in the early '70s. He grows 
outin the steep hills near his home. 
Junior just sows his seeds right in the 
grainy soil on a south-facing hillside. No 
boxes of seedlings for him! He says to 
us, “The marijuana, she no like to be 
transplanted at all.” Junior never waters 
or fertilizes his plants, either, and they 
grow like fucking crazy in the moist, hot 
air of the hills. 

He only visits his patch to pull afew 
males and harvest the females at 
season's end. After Junior cuts down his 
ripe plants, he lays them on the long, flat 
tin roof of his house to dry under the 
intense heat of the sun. Every day Junior 
turns the plants to make sure they dry 
evenly, until they're done. This usually 
takes one or two weeks, after which the 
flowers change into a reddish, bright 
gold color. 

Junior then picks off each flower 
cluster by hand and inspects it for seeds 
pollinated by any late flowering males he 
might have missed. Then he collects all 
the healthy seeds and puts them in an 
airtight bottle 

‘When friends drop by, Junior always 
rolls up a few joints, most the size of a 
normal Bic lighter. | smuggled a few of 
these home once, and I turned a few 
friends on to them one night. One chick 
liked the herb so much she started to cry, 
just because it was so good.

steel, they import coal and scrap iron or 
ore. Japanese millworkers earn the 
same wages as American workers. Yet 
the Japanese produce steel cheaper 
than American mills. The difference be- 
tween an American and a Japanese car 
has little to do with the materials used to 
make it. Equivalent models have 
approximately the same amount of steel, 
glass and rubber. The difference is 
technology. 

The Japanese keep their industry tech- 
nologically advanced, using fewer 
workers but more robots and computers. 
When the big steel mills closed down in 
the Midwest, some of the machinery put 
to rest had been working for more than 
70 years. Instead of reinvesting in 
plants, both labor and management 
sucked the cow dry. By taking extremely 
high dividends and wages, no money 
was left for reinvestment. 

In order for the US to compete in the 
world market, we must remain ahead in 
the development of consumer products. 
We have been told that we do not have to 
make a choice between guns and butter. 
However, it is clear that we cannot sup- 
port a superior educational system and 
non-military research at the same time 
we support the bloated military budget. 

High technology manufacturing, 
which requires highly educated workers, 
cannot function in a society without a 
high level of social services. It's hard to 
teach a homeless or hungry child. In or- 
der to stem the decline in America’s i 
dustry, the underclass (permanently 
impoverished people) have to be able to 
make the jump into the mainstream 
economy. 

‘Throughout the early part of the twen- 
tieth century, American workers were 
considered well educated and eager par- 
ticipants in the industrial economy. Now, 
itis Western Europe and the Asian coun- 
tries that boast educated and enthusias- 
tic workforces. 

The Russians face some of the same 
dilemmas. Modernization can't happen 
when the military budget takes such a 
large percentage of a country's GNP. 
Reagan reasoned that increasing the 
percentage of the GNP spent on the mili- 
tary would force the Russians to match 
our efforts and draw them to the peace 
table, but the planners did not foresee 
the devastation this policy would wreak 
on American industry. The military 
budget is already huge, yet Bush has 
plans to increase it! 

By limiting the amount of total expen- 
ditures the losers could spend on their 
military, we made the Axis the winners of 
World War Il. Outmanned, outgunned 
and outfought, they won the war with the

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Jerry Speaks! 


An Exclusive Interview with Jerry Garcia 
of the Grateful Dead 


by Legs McNeil 


When the rainforests go, so will we. Forget about nuclear 
holocaust for a second. Imagine what the world will be like when 
ecological calamity hits—worldwide famine, a lack of oxygen, 
the complete disappearance of fresh water, and the Greenhouse 
Effect gone mad. This time, it won’t be restricted to some natives 
in Africa. We’re talking worldwide dustbowl. Valuable plant and 
animal species that produce substances that have potential as 
cures for cancer, AIDS, and other diseases will be gone forever 
as well. 

The statistics are staggering—one hundred acres of the world’s 
tropical rainforests, roughly the size of about 20 football fields, 
are destroyed every minute. Half of the tropical rainforests on 
this earth are already permanently destroyed. Scientists predict, 
at the rate of present destruction, all rainforests will be gone by 
the year 2050, just sixty years from today. Tropical rainforests are 
the richest, oldest, most productive , and most complex 
ecosystems on earth. While they comprise only two percent of 
the globe, they support an estimated five million plant, animal, 
and insect species, as well as many indigenous people who can 
survive nowhere else. 

On Tuesday, September 13, 1988, Jerry Garcia, Bob Weir, and 
Mickey Hart from the Grateful Dead, as well as Dr. Jason Clay, 
the director of Cultural Survival, Peter Bahouth, the Chairman 
of Greenpeace USA, and Randall Hayes, the Director of the 
Rainforest Action Network, sat down at the panel in conference 
room four of the United Nations and alerted the world’s press to 
the horror of the vanishing rainforest. When asked why the 
Grateful Dead was getting into the act and helping to publicize 
the plight of the rainforest, Jerry Garcia answered in his own 
inimitable style, ‘It seems pathetic that it has to be us, with all 
the other citizens of the planet, and all the other resources out 
there, but since no one else is doing anything about it, we don’t 
really have any choice.” 

HIGH TIMES hooked up with Jerry back at his hotel room 
and asked him to elaborate on his role in speaking out in defense 
of the rainforest a few days before the Dead’s benefit concert at 
Madison Square Garden in New York City. 


HIGH TIMES: This is an overwhelming 
project you've got yourself involved in. 
Jerry Garcia: Oh, man! It's taken up a 
lot of a year so far, and that’s been mostly 
just understanding what it is. It started 
off with this French guy who wanted 
Kind of an old world, seven continent 
mega-event, and he wanted to involve 
every major environmental agency in the 
world. He's a nice guy—very bright. He 
was at a party promoting this notion in 
San Francisco a little more than a year 
ago. Bobby was there, and Mickey, 
Randall from the Rainforest Action 
Network, and Jason from Cultural 
Survival. So what happened is what 
always happens at these kind of affairs— 
it takes a while to understand— 
environmental groups don’t like each 
other. They're like Indians. They don’t 
like each other. This group doesn’t want 
to work with that one because these 
guys have their hands in this—these 
fuckers are over here with the big major 
corporations—so they don’t work with 
each other or talk to each other alot of 
times. So getting into these problems, or 
any kind of large-scale environmental 
problem, means you have to swim 
through the crowds. 

With us, the whole notion of doing 
good is always a little suspicious anyway. 
We've been working on it for years and 
we've discovered certain things about 
it—like you have to follow the money to 
find out if it’s actually doing any good. 
We've done it successfully before, 
because we mostly deal with real close- 
to-the-bone “give us a hundred bucks, we 
can open a few cans of beans” kind of 
grassroots, low-scale, direct-action stuff. 
No bureaucracy. They're not supporting 
secretaries—they don't have a lawyer. It’s 
that kind of stuff we're used to working 
with, and that direct “When do you need 
it? Right now? Bam, there it is.” That's the 
way we like to work. That's the way our 
foundation works—it deals with lots and 
lots of little things.

So now we're looking to address a 
large idea. And so, Bob starts to talk me 
into it. The whole thing metamorphosed 
into finally getting the groups that were 
willing to work together—which turned 
out to be Greenpeace, the Rainforest 
Coalition, and the Indigenous Peoples. 
‘These guys are all pretty far out on the 
fringe. You know Greenpeace—they’re 
the guys that go out there and nail 
themselves to a tree. That kind of direct 
action is what we're looking for. We want 


JG: Yeah, it is. It's an alarming feeling. 
‘This is an earth problem—the whole 
earth. And who's left talking about it? 
Us. 

Come on! We're not the ones. We're not 
qualified to do it. But we're going to do it 
unless, or until, somebody else does. 
We're going to keep working on it. We're 
going to get as much support from as 
many people as we possibly can. We're 
committed to it, so if that's what it takes, 
that’s what it takes. We're pretty serious 
about it. 

HT: It’s about fresh water, it's about... 
JG: It’s all that stuff. It's the ozone layer, 
it’s the CO, methane, it's all these delicate 
balances that keep the atmosphere 
functioning. Plus, it’s the weather, 
generating stuff which nobody 
understands. 

If we lose it, we're not going to get it 
back. It's definitely life-threatening, in 
the same sense that atomic bombs are 
life-threatening, only this one is 
mindless. It’s gone along and there’s 
nobody at the wheel. Out of control. It's 
completely mindless, and it's in action 
every day. Something needs to be done 
about it. We're alarmed—we're just 
making an effort to communicate our 
own alarm. 

Raising a million dollars is no big 
thing. In some places, a little money goes 
along way. Mostly, it's getting to the 
World Bank and getting to the Japanese 
and getting to misappropriated money 
designed to help the so-called Third 
World countries—that bad-thinking 
money—“We'll bring this country into 
the 20th century by simply paving it from. 
one end to the other.” 

HT: In Brazil, there's a program where 
it’s legal to clear half your land. So a guy

it to be as easy to understand as. 
possible. 

The rainforest problem seems so 
remote. It’ like, there's no rainforest 
around here. Who's it bothering? It really 
is scary, because we started first hearing 
the bad news about this 20 years ago. 
They said, “We gotta do something about 
the rainforest. They're burning it down— 
they're tearing it up even as we talk.” 
Now, here it is 20 years later, and sure 
enough, the rainforests are almost all 
gone now. Fifty years—they'll all be 
gone. That's it. Fifty years is not a long 
time anymore. That's in the life span of 
my kids. 

HT: You've made the statement that you 
think it's pretty pathetic that you're the 
ones who have to do it. 


buys the land, clears out the land, then 
sells the other half. 

JG: Right. You can do it infinitely. Zeno's 
Paradox. Obviously, those things are not 
going to work. There are people in Brazil 
who understand. The whole thing is 
getting together with the ecologists and 
environmentalists down there to find out 
the proper way to address the people 
who make the laws there. You can't cop 
an imperialistic point of view—you 
know—“The rainforests belong to all 
people”—you can't do it. It’s their right, 
and it's their resource. But global 
survival means there is more at stake 
than that. 

HT: What kind of direct action stuff do 
you think Greenpeace will do? 

JG: Their aim has to do with the 


pesticides and vegecides the US sells to 
countries in South America—all those 
poisoning and defoliating chemicals. 
Greenpeace is prepared to go out there 
and, in their own inimitable way, park in 
front of the ships as they're leaving the 
docks. 

HT: Do you think confrontational 
policies will work? 

JG: Only in some situations. In some 
situations that's the only thing you've got. 
In others it’s really hopeless. For 
example, you have to sit down and talk at 
the World Bank or they won't let you in. 
HT: What does the World Bank do? 

JG: The World Bank are the people that 
guarantee the loans that go on between 
industrial nations and the Third World. 
‘They're the guarantor banks. They're 
made up of a coalition of banks from 
America, Europe, and Japan—all the 
places you'd expect them to be from. 
‘There are about 123 member banks, and 
they put together these humanistic- 
sounding programs, but it's mostly just 
take the money and run. Like all banks, 
they're interested in making as much 
money as quickly as they possibly can. 
They're not well-advised most of the 
time, and they don’t get the benefit of a 
Jot of input. They have a tendency to 
fund these programs before they really 
know what damage they'll do. 

‘These people can be appealed to— 
they're not hidden—they're known. You 
can write to the president of the World 
Bank and make a serious appeal to him. 
Likewise, the Japanese have a sense of 
pride which is very touchy, and they 
don’t want to be thought of as being 
people who willingly trash the world, so 
the idea that, well... 

HT: Apply the pressure and appeal to 
their pride. 

JG: Right. It’s possible to turn it around, 
but it means lots of letter writing, lots of 
dull stuff—big, grassroots campaigns all 
over the place. 
HT: Do you think people are getting 
more concerned? What have the 
reactions to what you've been doing 
been like? 

JG: People are amazed that this is still 
an issue. “Oh, really? Is that still 
happening?” They're also amazed to find 
‘out how close we are to the end of this— 
we're not going to have this to talk about 
much longer. That's the scary part. 

‘The other part is that everybody feels 
remote and powerless—it's something 
‘going on between those huge companies 
somewhere in Brazil and what can we 
do? It's so distant. So, after we've done 
this show, and followed this money to the 
‘work that it’s supposed to accomplish, 
and come back and say, “Well look, we've 
raised a million dollars at this show. We 
accomplished this, this, and this; that, 
that, and that” 

There is something you can do—it's 

just a matter of just knocking them over 
one at a time. We've been advised now to

focus on these areas. Each one will pull 
our focus a little tighter, so that we know 
alittle more each time. This is something 
that has to be learned—nobody knows it 
yet. So we're going in the spirit of an 
“ongoing learning situation which will tell 
us how to deal with it. 

HT: Have you talked to Sting? I know he 
got involved. 

JG: [haven't had a chance to, not yet. I'd 
love to talk to anybody. We need all the 
help we can get, and anybody who has an 
interest in this is welcome to correspond 
with us on any level. 

HT: Where should they write? 

JG: They can write to us at the office 


coma, I mean, there I was—a bag of 
chemicals, you know, this machine 
slurching and things beeping and 
monitoring stuff—I mean, I don't want to 
have that happen to me anymore.

The 
people who are going to end up making 
the most money are going to be the 
Japanese, who are sending the earth 
removers. So the Japanese have been 
pulling for this project because they're 
going to sell a lot of earth movers—a lot

The Louisiana Purchase gives rise to 
some Americans’, mostly Westerners’, 
dreams of “Manifest Destiny”—that is- the 
United States should extend to all of North 
America, from the top of Canada (furs) to 
the bottom of Mexico, and from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. 


1803 to 1807 


Britain continues to trade and buy 90% 
of its hemp directly from Russia. 


1798 to 18 

The fledgling United States is officially 
“neutral” in the war between France and 
Britain, The United States even begins to 
solve its own foreign problems by sending 
its navy and marines (1801-1805) to the 
Mediterranean to stop Tripoli pirates and 
ransomers from collecting tribute from or 
for American Yankee traders operating in 
the area. “Millions for Defense—not a 
penny for Tribute” was America’s rallying 
cry, and the incident came to be reflected in 
the second line of the Marine hymn; sto 
the shores of Tripoli.” 


1805 
Napoleon, needing money to press war 
with Great Britain and pursue control of the 
European continent, bargain-sells the 
Louisiana Territory to the United States 
for $15 million, or roughly two-and-a-half 
cents per acre. 


1807 

Napoleon and Czar Alexander of Russia 
sign the Treaty of Tilset, which cuts off all 
legal Russian trade with Great Britain, its 
allies or any other neutral nation ship acting 
as agents for Great Britain in Russia. 

Napoleon's strategy and his most 
important goal of the treaty is to stop 


Russian hemp from reaching England, 
thereby destroying Britain's navy by forcing 
it to cannibalize sails, ropes, and rigging 
from other ships; and eventually, Napoleon 
believes, with no Russian hemp for its huge 
Navy, the British will be forced to end its 
blockade of France and the Continent. 


1807 to 1809 


The United States is considered a 
neutral country by Napoleon as long as its 
ships do not trade with or for Great Britain, 
and the United States considers itself to be 
neutral in the war between France and 
Great Britain. However, Congress passes 
the 1806 Non-Importation Pact. British 
articles which were produced in the U.S., 
which could be produced elsewhere were 
prohibited. Congress also passes the 1807 
Embargo Act to wit: American ships could 
not bring or carry products to or from 
Europe. These laws hurt America more 
than Europe; however, many Yankee 
traders ignored the law anyway. 


1807 to 1809 

After the Treaty of Tilset cut off their 
Russian trade, Britain claims that there are 
no neutral countries or shipping lanes. 
Hence, any ship that trades with 
Napoleon's “Continental System” of allies 
are the enemy and are subject to blockade. 
On this pretext, Britain confiscates 
American ships and cargo and sends sailors 
back to the United States at American ship 
owners’ expense. Britain “impresses”

some American sailors into service in the 
British Navy. However, England claims that 
they only “impress” those sailors who are 
British subjects and whose American 
shipping companies refused to pay for the 
sailors’ return fares. 


1807 to 1310 

Secretly, however, Britain offers the 
captured American traders a “deal” 
(actually a blackmail proposition) when they 
“overhaul”—board and confiscate—an 
American ship and bring it into an English 
port. The deal: Lose your ship and cargoes 
forever, or, go to Russia and secretly buy 
hemp for Britain, who will pay the 
American traders, in gold, in advance, and 
more gold when the hemp is delivered 
back. At the same time, the Americans will 
be allowed to keep and trade their own 
goods (rum, sugar, spices, cotton, coffee, 
tobacco) to the Czar for hemp—a double 
profit for the Americans. 


1808 to 1810 

Our shrewd Yankee traders, faced with 
the choice of either running British 
blockades and risk having their ships, 
cargo, and crews confiscated, or acting as 
secret (illegal) licensees for Britain, with 
safety and profits guaranteed, mostly chose 
the later. John Quincy Adams, later to 
become president, who was in 1809 the 
American Consul at St. Petersburg, noted: 

“As many as 600 clipper ships, flying 
the American flag, ina two week period, 
were in Kronstadt,” (the Port of St. 
Petersburg, now called Leningrad, Russia) 
loading principally cannabis hemp for 
England (illegally), and for America, where 
quality hemp is in great demand also.” 

‘The United States passes the 1809 Non- 
Intercourse Act which resumes legal trade 
with Europe, except Britain and France. It 
is soon replaced with the Macon Bill 
resuming all legal trade. 


1808 to 1810. 
Napoleon insists that Czar Alexander 
stop all trade with the independent United 
States traders as they are being coerced 


into being illegal traders for Great Britain's 
hemp. Napoleon wants the Czar to allow 
him to place/station French agents and 
troops in Kronstadt to make sure the Czar 
and his port authorities live up to the treaty. 


1808 to 1810 

The Czar says “Nyet!” despite his treaty 
with France, and turns a “blind eye” to the 
illegal American traders probably because 
he needs the popular, profitable trade 
goods the Americans are bringing him and 
his Nobles, as well as the hard gold he is 
getting from the Americans’ (illegal) 
purchases of hemp for Great Britain. 


1809 


Napoleon's allies invade the Duchy of 
Warsaw. 


1810 

Napoleon orders the Czar to stop all 
trade with the American traders! The Czar 
responds by withdrawing Russia from that 
part of the Treaty of Tilset that would 
require him to stop selling goods to neutral 
‘American ships. 


1810 to 1812 
Napoleon, infuriated with the Czar for 
allowing the life blood of Britain's navy— 
hemp—to reach England, builds his army 
and invades Russia to punish the Czar and 
ultimately stop hemp from reaching the 
British Navy. 


1811 to 1812 


England, again an ally and full trading 
partner of Russia, is still stopping American 
ships from trading with the rest of the 
Continent. Britain also blockades all U.S. 
traders from Russia at the Baltic Sea and 
insists that American traders have to now 
buy other strategic goods from them, 
secretly, mostly from Mediterranean ports, 
i.e., from Napoleon and his allies on the 
Continent who by this time are happy to 
sell anything to raise capital. 
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1812 

The United States, cut off from 80 
percent of its Russian hemp supply, 
debates war in Congress. Ironically, the 
representatives of the Western states 
argue for war under the excuse of 
“impressed” American sailors. However, 
the representatives of the Maritime States, 
fearful of loss of trade, argue against war, 
even though it's their shipping, crews, and 
states that are allegedly affected. 

Not one senator from a Maritime State 
votes for war with Great Britain. Virtually 
all Western senators vote for war, hoping to 
take Canada from Britain and fulfill their 
dream of “manifest destiny,” in the belief 
that Great Britain is too busy in European 
wars with Napoleon to protect Canada. 

‘The Western states win in Congress, and 
on June 18, 1812, the United States is at 
war with Britain, America enters the war 
on the side of Napoleon, who marches on 
Moscow in June of 1812. Napoleon is soon 
defeated in Russia, by its harsh winter, the 
Russian scorched-earth policy, 2,000 miles 
of snowy and muddy supply lines, and by 
Napoleon not stopping for the winter and 
regrouping before marching on Moscow as 
was the original battle plan. Of the 450,000 
to 600,000 men Napoleon starts with, only 
180,000 ever make it back.

1812 to 1814 


Britain, after initial success in war with 
the United States (including the burning of 
Washington in retaliation for the earlier 
American burning of Toronto, then the 
colonial Canadian capital), finds its finances 
and military stretched thin—with 
blockades, war in Spain with France, and a 
tough new America on the seas. Britain 
agrees to peace, and signs a treaty with the 
United States in December, 1814. The 
actual terms of the treaty give little to 
either side. But, in effect, Britain agrees to 
never again interfere with American 
shipping and the United States will give up 
all claims to Canada forever (which we did 
with the exception of “54-40 or Fight”).

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In 1916, Lyster H. Dewey, Botanist in Charge of Fiber- 
Plant Investigations, predicted that once the necessary 
machines were invented, it would be cheaper to make 
paper out of cannabis than wood pulp. Below is the front 
page of his report. An employee of the U.S. Dept. of 
Agriculture, Dewey felt that hemp would again become 
America’s number one farm crop. 


NEW BILLION DOLLAR CROP 


POPULAR MECHANICS, FEBRUARY, 1938 


American farmers are promised a 
new cash crop with an annual 
value of several hundred million 
dollars, all because a machine has 
been invented which solves a 
problem more than 6,000 years 
old. It is hemp, a crop that will not 
compete with other American 
products. Instead, it will displace 
imports of raw material and 
manufactured products produced 
by underpaid coolie and peasant 
labor and it will provide 
thousands of jobs for American 
workers throughout the land. 

The machine which makes this 
possible is designed for removing 
the fiber-bearing cortex from the 
rest of the stalk, making hemp 
fiber available for use without a 
prohibitive amount of human 
labor. 

Hemp is the standard fiber of 
the world. It has great tensile 
strength and durability. It is used 
to produce more than 5,000 
textile products, ranging from 
rope to fine laces, and the woody 
“hurds” remaining after the fiber 
has been removed contain more 
than 77 percent cellulose, and can 
be used to produce more than 
25,000 products, ranging from 
dynamite to Cellophane. 

Machines now in service in 
Texas, Illinois, Minnesota and 
other states are producing fiber at 
a manufacturing cost of half a cent 
a pound, and are finding a 
profitable market for the rest of 
the stalk. Machine operators are 
making a good profit in 
competition with coolie-produced 
foreign fiber while paying farmers 
fifteen dollars a ton for hemp as it 
comes from the field. 


From the farmers’ point of view, 
hemp is an easy crop to grow and 
will yield from three to six tons 
per acre on any land that will 
grow corn, wheat, or oats. It has a 
short growing season, so that it 
can be planted after other crops 
are in. It can be grown in any state 
of the union. The long roots 
penetrate and break the soil to 
leave it in perfect condition for the 
next year’s crop. The dense shock 
of leaves, eight to twelve feet 
above the ground, chokes out 
weeds. Two successive crops are 
‘enough to reclaim land that has 
been abandoned because of 
‘Canadian thistles or quack grass. 

Under old methods, hemp was 
cut and allowed to lie in the fields 
for weeks until it “retted” enough 
so the fibers. could be pulled off by 
hand. Retting is simply rotting as 
a result of dew, rain and bacterial 
action. Machines were developed 
to separate the fibers 
mechanically after retting was 
complete, but the cost was high, 
the loss of fiber great, and the 
quality of fiber comparatively low. 
With the new machine, known as 
a decorticator, hemp is cut witha 
slightly modified grain binder. It 
is delivered to the machine where 
an automatic chain conveyor feeds 
it to the breaking arms at the rate 
of two or three tons per hour. The 
hurds are broken into fine pieces 
which drop into the hopper from 
where they are delivered by 
blower to a baler or to truck or 
freight car for loose shipment. 
‘The fiber comes from the other 
end of the machine, ready for 
baling. 

From this point on almost 


anything can happen. The raw 
fiber can be used to produce 
strong twine or rope, woven into 
burlap, used for carpet warp or 
linoleum backing or it may be 
bleached and refined with 
resinous by-products of high 
commercial value. It can, in fact, 
be used to replace the foreign 
fibers which now flood our 
markets. 

Thousands of tons of hemp 
hurds are used every year by one 
large powder company for the 
manufacture of dynamite and 
TNT. A large paper company, 
which has been paying more than 
a million dollars a year in duties 
on foreign-made cigarette papers, 
now is manufacturing these 
papers from American hemp 
grown in Minnesota. Anew 
factory in Illinois is producing fine 
bond papers from hemp. The 
natural materials in hemp make it 
an economical source of pulp for 
any grade of paper manufactured, 
and the high percentage of alpha 
cellulose promises an unlimited 
supply of raw material for the 
thousands of cellulose products 
our chemists have developed. 

It is generally believed that all 
linen is produced from flax. 
Actually, the majority comes from 
hemp—authorities estimate that 
more than half of our imported 
linen fabrics are manufactured 
from hemp fiber. Another 
misconception is that burlap is 
made from hemp. Actually, its 
source is usually jute, and 
practically all of the burlap we use 
is woven by laborers in India who 
receive only four cents a day. 
Binder twine is usually made from 
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sisal which comes from Yucatan 
and East Africa. 

All of the products, now 
imported, can be produced from 
home-grown hemp. Fish nets, bow 
strings, canvas, strong rope, 
overalls, damask tablecloths, fine 
linen garments, towels, bed linen 
and thousands of other everyday 
items can be grown on American 
farms. Our import of foreign 
fabrics and fibers average about 
$200,000,000 per year; raw fibers 
alone we imported over 
$50,000,000 in the first six 
months of 1937. All of this income 
can be made available for 
Americans. 

The paper industry offers even 
greater possibilities. As an 
industry it amounts to over 
$1,000,000,000 a year, and of 
that, 80 percent is imported. But 
hemp will produce every grade of 
paper, and government figures 
estimate that 10,000 acres 
devoted to hemp will produce as 
much paper as 40,000 acres of 
average pulp land. 

One obstacle in the onward 
march of hemp is the reluctance of 
farmers to try new crops. The 
problem is complicated by the 
need for proper equipment a 
reasonable distance from the 
farm. The machine cannot be 
operated profitably unless there is 
enough acreage within driving 
range and farmers cannot find a 
profitable market unless there is 
machinery to handle the crop. 
Another obstacle is that the 
blossom of the female hemp plant 
contains marijuana, a narcotic, 
and it is impossible to grow hemp 
without producing the blossom. 
Federal regulations now being 
drawn up require registration of 
hemp growers, and tentative 
proposals for preventing narcotic 
production are rather stringent. 

However, the connection of 
hemp as a crop and marijuana 
seems to be exaggerated. The 
drug is usually produced from 
wild hemp or locoweed which can 
be found on vacant lots and along 
railroad tracks in every state. If 
federal regulations can be drawn 
to protect the public without 
preventing the legitimate culture 
of hemp, this new crop can add 
immeasurably to American 
agriculture and industry. 


POT SEED 
AS THE BASIC 
WORLD FOOD 


Hemp seed was used in porridge, 
soups, and gruels by virtually all the 
people of the world regularly, until this 
century. 

Monks were required to eat it three 
times a day, make their clothes, and 
print their Bibles from paper made from 
its fiber. 

(Gee “Research Institute For The 
Study Of Man,” Dr. Vera Rubin; 
Eastern Orthodox Church; Therapuetic

WHY AS FOOD? 

The marijuana hemp seed (which is 
technically a fruit) is the second-most 
“complete” (has the 8 essential amino 
acids) vegetable protein source on our 
planet!, only soybeans have a bit more 
protein. However, hemp seed is many 
times cheaper and its protein potential 
can be utilized better than soybean by 
the human body. 

In fact, the marijuana seed is the 
highest in enzymes and overall amino 
acids of any food on our planet, 
including soybeans. Hemp seed 
extracts} like soybeans, can be made to 
taste like chicken, steak, or pork. 
Hemp seeds, like soybeans, also can be 
used to make tofu-type curd and 
margarine, and at only ten to twenty 
percent of the cost of soybeans. (U.S. 
Agricultural index; The Marijuana 
Farmers, 1972, Frazier.) 

Please Note: When marijuana is 
grown for seed the half weight of 
the full grown plant is seed!!!

MARIJUANA 
METHANE 


AS THE BASIC 
WORLD FUEL 


In the 1920's and '30’s, most 
American cars and farm vehicles were 
sold with the option to run either on 
methanol or gasoline or both. During 
the gas shortages of World War Il, 
methanol was widely used by farmers 
and even the military. It is still used by 
most racing cars today. 

Methanol does not pollute! When 
burned it emits only carbon dioxide and 
water vapors; and while growing it 
takes three times as much carbon 
dioxide out of the air before eventually 
putting (when burned) one-third of it 
back... whereas oil or coal only can 
pollute—never clean—because its 
source—vegetation or dinosaur—died 
millions of years ago. 

The early Oil Barons (Rockefeller, 
Standard; Rothschilds, Shell; et al.) 
paranoically aware in the Twenties of 
the possibilities of Ford’s methanol 
scheme* and its cheapness, dropped 
and kept oil prices incredibly low— 
between $1.00 to $2.00 per barrel 
(there are 42 gallons in an oil barrel) — 
for almost 50 years until 1970. So low, 
in fact, that no other energy source 
could compete with them. .. and when 
they were sure of the lack of 
competition, the price jumped to 
almost $40.00 per barrel in the next ten 
years. 

Suddenly, for whatever reason, we 
are now in an era when oil is not only 
prohibitively expensive, but embargos

“Have A

Marijuana” 
by John Holmstrom 


David Peel has performed at more pot 
protests than any other performer in the 
world. That's not his only claim to fame, 
however—he's released dozens of 
albums, videos, and tapes, including his 
collaborations with John Lennon and 
Yoko Ono. Early in his career, he was 
managed by Tom Forcade, who later 
started HIGH TIMES. This is another ina 
series of interviews in preparation for a 
special issue marking the 15th year of 
HIGH TIMES, and dedicated to the 
memory of Tom Forcade. 

HIGH TIMES: How old were you when you 
started getting into rock music? 

David Peel: I was in my early twenties, 
serving in the US Army. This was in the 
early "60s. I was a photographer in 
Anchorage, Alaska, and came out with an 
honorable discharge. The most 
important thing during this time is that I 
heard the Beatles’ “I Want To Hold Your 
Hand” in ’64. It gave me ajolt like when I 
heard “Shake, Rattle and Roll” and 
“Rock Around the Clock,” by Bill Haley 
and the Comets. Those were the two big 
charges that blew me away—once when 
Iwas in the army and once when I was a 
kid. Also, when I was in the military, a 
friend of mine, who was a bohemian jazz 
person, recommended that I go to the 
Village and check up on what was 
happening. 

HI: When did you start playing rock 'n’ 
roll in the streets? 

DP: 1966. Towards the end of 1965, I was 
working on Wall Street—before Jerry 
Rubin. I was dressed as a yuppie, but I 
was really a Yippie. 

HT: Were there Yippies back then? 

DP: No, no, no, this is previous to the 
history of the Yippies. I did the opposite 
of Jerry Rubin. I was in Wall Street 
first—little did I realize that later on we 
would be demonstrating in the same 
place I was working at. 

See, I was in the Village for eight 
months before I had my first joint. 1 
didn’t know what marijuana was; faked 
it. Then it was in, but I was out. I didn’t 
know about pot until somebody finally 
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Cheech Marin (left) and David Peel hanging out on the set of Rude 
Awakening, a major feature film to be released this surnmer. 


gave me a joint on Comelia Street. I 
almost went out the window. As a matter 
of fact, that was on the day I first heard 
the song “Light My Fire” by the Doors. 
‘This was in 1967. For eight months I 
didn't smoke joints, see? I was smoking 
bananas then, banana skins. 

HT: You were? 

DP: As a matter of fact, a friend of mine 
on Wall Street who was pretty hip told 
me about it. He gave me an article from 
The Village Voice about getting high off 
banana skins. I said, “Well, this is 
something to really turn on to!” And I 
started getting more and more 
bohemian, a little more like a hippie, 
know what I mean? Different kind of 
glasses and stuff. To make a long story 
short, I did more research. I even went to 
the United Fruit Company, so I'd be 
sponsored to smoke banana skins. I've 
got news for you. At the first Be-In, at 
Central Park in 1967, we had more 
people there smoking banana skins than 
marijuana. 

Later, I realized banana skins were not 
getting people high. The first song I 
wrote was called “Banana Grass.” (He 
begins to sing.) 

Yesterday I went to the A&P/Looking 

for some grass and some LSD/Looking 

on the food shelf, what did I see?/A 
dirty yellow peel looking right at me/ 
Called Banana Grass. 
HT: Is that where you got your name? 
David “Banana’ Peel? 
DP: That's part of it. So, after realizing 
that bananas were not getting people 
high and stoned, marijuana became our 
second choice. And to this day, I'm the 
only one, and check me if I'm wrong, 


who ever used the word “marijuana” on 
an album cover throughout the world. 
HI: That was Have A Marijuana? 

DP: Yeah. Have A Marijuana. Nobody 
has used the word “marijuana” but me. 
And that's from Time magazine, Spring 
1968. The story read, “This guy is singing 
‘Have A Marjjuana’.” Danny Fields saw 
that. I showed him the article, and he 
said, “Have A Marijuana’ We'll use that 
for the cover.” Danny Fields discovered 
me. 

Danny Fields managed Iggy Pop and 
the Stooges, the MC5, David Peel and the 
Lower East Side, The Ramones, and 
Steve Forbert. That was his big five. And 
Nico, from the Velvet Underground. As a 
matter of fact, we're all still surviving, 
except for the MC5 and Nico (she 
regrettably passed away in 1988—ED.). 
The Ramones are still going, Iggy Pop is 
Still going, Steve Forbert is still going, 
and so is David Peel. 

So, Danny Fields saw me in 
Washington Square Park. He was looking 
for some kind of radical singer who was 
pop cultural hero, and I had big crowds 
all the time. The word “marijuana” was a 
jolt in people’s minds, because no one 
ever said “marijuana.” Not in songs. 
Everyone sang folk songs, not pot songs. 
I figured if I sang a pot song, I'd have an 
alternative following in the Village 
culture. 

Ihated the “in” crowds. I thought they 
were a lot of bullshit. The best way to be 
in is to be out. So, rather than succumb 
to those people, we just began our own 
“out” crowd—for anybody who wanted 
to join—and we themed it around 
marijuana and banana grass. When I first 
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sang that song, “Banana Grass”, I never 
saw so many people jolted—like 
Beatlemania. Wow. 

HT: Is that when you were discovered— 
singing street and folk rock music in the 
Village in 1967? 

DP: Let’s see—they fired me from Wall 
Street because I was getting too hippie, 
that was the fall of '67, then I went to 
Haight-Ashbury in San Francisco, and 
hung out there, singing my songs. Then I 
came back to New York City and worked 
again on Wall Street, as a temporary 
employee. A black dude gave me a book 
called Psychocybernetics. It said, in 
print, three things—“Look for a goal, the 
goal must be possible, and do it.” 

So, I used that premise to start my 
career. And Danny Fields offered me the 
chance of being on a major record label, 
Elektra Records, and we recorded Have 


People tried to get me to try LSD, tried to 
do this and that, they never got me to do 


it, Because the more they tried telling me 
what to do, the less of an individual I 


would have been if I'd done it. You do 
what you want to do, as long as you don't 
hurt yourself or others. 

HT: That was the original hippie ethic— 
‘Everybody do your own thing!” 

DP: Marijuana’s okay. After 20 years of 
being in the high life, it’s had no bad 
effects whatsoever. If it did, believe me, 
I'd stop singing about it this second. 
‘That's a lot of bullshit—that 
crack, it leads to heroin—that's not true 
at all. If we don't know that by now, 

25 years later, we're never going to 
know. What do we have to do, grow 
weeds out of our heads to understand 
what's happening? 

HT: Speaking of marijuana, when did you

A Maréjuana, live, in Washington Square 
Park. That was my first record, in’1968. 
HI: What was next? 

DP: The American Revolution—we 
recorded that in the studio in 1969, and 
in’71, I did The Pope Smokes Dope with 
John Lennon and Yoko Ono. Before I met 
Albert Goldman. 

HT: Did you talk to Albert Goldman for 
his John Lennon book? 

DP: Yes, I did! He's cool, and not cool. He 
distorts the truth, slanting it to one side. 
HT: Albert Goldman introduced Tom 
Forcade to chic eder, who turned out to 
be an informer.

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Females form flowers at the tips 
of branches and the junctures of 
leaves and branches. 


Female marijuana plants are more 
desirable than males. Females form the 
familiar flower clusters (buds) that 
ordinarily make up the marijuana most 
of us buy. The female buds are the 
desired crop; not only are buds the most 
potent part of either male or female 
plants, they make up most of the weight 
of any good crop. 

Itis to the growers advantage to 
separate the females from the males as 
soon as possible. Although the male's 
leaves and shoots are as potent as the 
female's before flowering, they can’t 
compare to the matured femnale’s buds 
in potency or in weight. The male's main 
function in nature, and in marijuana 
growing, is to provide pollen (genetic 
material) for the fertilization of the 
females and the continuance and 
hopeful “improvement” of the next 
generation when breeding. 

The most common scenario ina 
marijuana garden is for the grower to 
identify the males as soon as possible 
and to harvest most of them when they 
begin to crowd the females. A few select 
males are kept to produce pollen to 
fertilize females in a breeding program. 
if you want your garden to be sinsemilla, 
you must remove all males before any of 
their flowers open. Well-seeded buds 
are less potent and smaller than 
sinsemilla buds. You can place males in 
a moderately lit spare room or window, 
and they will mature and grow enough to 


The flowers form into progressively larger collections (racemes) 
known commonly as “buds.” 


produce an abundance of pollen, more 
than enough for any breeding program. 
During the first six to eight weeks of 
growth (seedling stage), it's practically 
impossible to discover the gender of any 
plant when it's raised under a long 
daylight photoperiod. Later in growth, 
female plants generally form more 
complex branching than the males, and 
males may be taller. These differences 
in height and branching are less 
apparent in weaker light; so your best 


indications come under sunlight. The 
most insignificant differences are under 
low light, such as under a modest, 
fluorescent -light garden. 

After at least eight, and usually by 12 
weeks of growth, plants commonly 
indicate their gender to observant 
growers, who can identify their 
preflowers. The preflowers become 
more distinctive and easy to identify the 
closer the plant comes to actually 
flowering. 


Male flowers form in abundance when left to grow. The unopened flowers look somewhat like tiny 
bunches (cymes) of grapes. 


The usual form of a female preflower is a single female flower with a bract (seed pod) from which 
protrude two stigmas (fuzzy white “hairs,” often in a “V” sign). Be careful, the preflower bract_ may 


appear with no stigmas. 


When buds develop so thickly that they cover the ends of stems and 
branches, they’re called “colas.” 


Preflowers on young plants and plants 
grown under low-light may be difficult to 
distinguish. Under HID's or sunlight, 
preflowers are larger and more 
distinctive, and the predetermination of 
sex is often completely accurate. Even 
under low light, you can identify the sex 
of any plant after you've gained 
experience. Once you've identified or 
guessed a plant's sex, mark the plant 
with a wire twist, soil marker, or 
whatever means you devise that’s easy 
to see and remember. With some 
experience, you'll learn from your 
mistakes, and you'll be able to identify 
the sex of each plant with confidence. 


After the plants are at least eight 
weeks old, look closely (a magnifying 
glass or photographer's loupe helps) at 
the junction (node) where the main stem 
meets with leaf stalks and branches. 
About two or three nodes below the 
plant's top, near the base of the main 
stem’s leaf stalks, and just behind the 
leaf spurs (stipules), you might see a 
rudimentary flower (preflower). In the 
best of cases you'll see a single, well- 
formed female flower with the familiar 
two white stigmas raised ina "V" sign. If 
you see a female flower at each

shaped knob raised on a tiny stalk. 


internode at two or three successive 
internodes, this plant is certainly a 
female. Commonly, you'll see the base 
of a female flower, a well-formed bract, 
with no stigmas. If you're experienced, 
you'll be able to identify this preflower 
and the fact that the plant is a female at 
least 90 percent of the time. 

The male preflower is much harder to. 
identify. A male preflower rarely opens 
but remains a tightly closed knob ora 


with a tiny stalk.

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A classic male preflower is flat and spade-shaped 


er pods clearly mark the 


beginning of flowering with the first true male 


flowers. 


flat, spade-shaped protrusion raised on 
a stalk that characteristically identifies 
the male flower. Often the vegetative 
overlap of the male preflower 
superficially looks like a female flower. 
Once you've learned the difference 
between male and female preflowers, 
you'll find enough prospective 
preflowers to remove most males weeks 
before they actually flower. The 
accompanying photographs should start 


you on your way to an accurate 
identification almost every time. 
Novices shouldn't harvest every plant 
that looks like it might be a male. You'll 
probably find that you've mistaken the 
gender of several plants. Marking each 
plant or pot with its presumptive sex is 
the only way to learn from your 
mistakes. You'll gain accuracy and 
confidence, and soon master the 
procedure. @

Why is the table in the article 3’ x3’ 
when the room is 3’x 4’? Should the 
table fill the whole area to prevent light 
from filtering down to the lower level? 


The table is 3'x3' so that the nutri- 
ent bucket is accessible. If the table 
filled the room, one couldn't get into it 
to get the nutrients to pour into the 
plants. If the bucket was under the 
table, then one would disturb the 
clones every time one fed the plants. 


Is the flap one is supposed to leave un- 
sealed in the front? Is it to give access to. 
the clone room? What about heat buildup 
from the fluorescent lights? 


That's correct. The flap is in front so 
that one has access to the clones. 
When the flap is down, the light 
doesn't affect the plants in the upper 
grow and flower chamber. The heat 
from such a small bulb won't matter. It 
will act like a heat mat for the bottom of 
the table, allowing the root area up top 
to be warm. 


How long do you use clone mix? Do 
you then switch to the same nutrients that 
the seeded plants receive? 


The clones sit in the clone solution 
until they have rooted. As the clones: 
use up the solution, one adds nutrient 
solution to make up the difference. By 
the time the clones are FULLY rooted 
they will be on straight nutrient solu- 
tion, which is the same as the 

“seeded” plants have been using.

They're the 
ones who are going to take the first 
money out. Then, after the dam is built, 
the second money comes out. And so on 
and so on. So, these things tend to be 
kind of pyramidal. 

HT: The way I understand the soils of 
the rainforest, all the nutrients are on 
top. 

JG: That's right. There is no soil in the 
total sense. And when you take that 
away, that’s it 
HT: It tums into desert. 

JG: There's the stuff called hard pack. 
It’s just clay. Insects don''t live in it. 
‘Nothing lives in it. So when the rainforest 
is gone, that's what you've got left, and 
that's nasty stuff. 

This business in Bangladesh—the 
rainforest was taken down over the last 
few years. Now they're in the disaster 
swing. First you get the floods. The 
remains of what little topsoil there was is 
gone now. Next, you get the famine that 
follows from not being able to produce 
any food on the land. So they're in that 
cycle now. Now it's the flood followed by 
disease, followed by the famine. That's it 
for Bangladesh. It’s appalling. Thousands 
and thousands of people die. This is 
appallingly wasteful shit. 

Meanwhile, in the Brazilian jungles 
there are all these incredibly subtle 
genetic things—plants that will cure 
cancer, cure blindness, cure AIDS. And 
these Indians know which ones. Those 
guys are getting poisoned systematically. 
‘This is pathetic. That's our store of 
knowledge and our genetic resources. 
HT: I read about a psychotropic Mexican 
salamander that lives in the rainforest in 
Guatamala. But the properties of the tail 
drops off when predators kill them. 

JG: That's right. 

HT: And they just discovered a new frog 
that's the most poisonous... 

JG: Those poisons are the kind of things 
that people use for open heart surgery. 
HIT: Yeah, they can trace the problem to 
the brain. 

IG: Right. It's all this magical shit, you 
know. It's crazy to lose it and for such 
dumb reasons. 

HT: For hamburger. 

JG: For fucking hamburger. That really is 
a burn. Mickey's got a great story that he 
tells about his kid. He's six years old, a 
snappy little kid, and he loves his 
burgers. Mickey said, “Hey listen, there's 
these forests that have lots and lots of 
little animals in them, and crawling 
things and snakes and lots of things that 
live in there. And there are people who 
are taking these forests and cutting down 
the trees and taking away all the animals. 
And they're doing it just so they can raise 
cattle to make the hamburgers that you 
buy here. Ifyou had your choice between 
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having the hamburger and letting the 
forest exist, what would you rather do?” 
And his kid thought about it for a while, 
and said, “Yeah, I think I'd rather have the 
animals than a burger” 

Think of what that would mean to 
those places, if they thought that the five 
to twelve year olds were capable of 
deciding not to buy hamburgers—you 
know what I mean? It would scare the 
daylights out of them. A grass-roots kid- 
‘operated boycott. They would fall way 
back. That's their crowd. 

HT: Or if you could make the dinosaur 
connection—the kids... 

JG: They love dinosaurs, yeah. This is 
where the dinosaurs used to live, and 
they understand that. 

HT: Kids know all these Latin names of 
dinosaurs—they memorize them. 

JG: I remember | loved dinosaurs myself. 
HT: Have you been to the rainforest? 
JG: I've been to a couple of them, the 
Yucatan down in Mexico, that's about the 
closest to here, and Hawaii. It's definitely 
not friendly to humans—you’re covered 
with bugs in a matter of seconds— 
everything eats you. It's weird as hell, but 
it's an amazing place. From an aesthetic 
point of view, the world should leave it 
alone just for that, Just so there is such a 
place. I feel strongly about that, but that’s 
not good enough. So, finding other 
reasons has been part of that—here's the 
reason why we need not to do this. 

HT: It's a shame. 

JG: Yeah, it is. But as long as we do there 
are plenty of reasons, too. 

HT: You mentioned Mickey being into 
the marketing aspect of it. For instance, 
people give money to baby seals and the 
whales. Nobody gives money to frogs or 
salamanders—they’re not “cute.” They 
don't make nice t-shirts. 

JG: The rainforest's animals aren't that 
cute, like a three-toed sloth—an 
amazingly uncute animal. They're real 
slow. They have homely faces and they 
don't look like much. Orangutans are 
pretty cute and there are some 
rainforests that have orangs in them. 
That's part of it. Part of it is that we have 
to get off this thing of cute. We have to 
develop other biases. The fact that 
humans are being destroyed in this is 
appalling. They are also being killed. Some 
of them even are systematically poisoned 
out. They've dropped in sugar cubes that 
are loaded with poison and they actually 
kill humans. continued on page 71 
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don't want to buy it like criminals on the 
blackmarket. Consumers want quality, 
but most can’t afford the price of domestic 
cannabis on the market. Unlike “grow- 
ers,” most consumers have limited space 
to give to growing. They have demanded 
small compact gardens which would fit 
into a closet’ and give maximum yield. 
Technology has responded to the call. 
1989 is about to become the Year of the 
Closet Garden. 

These gardens are multi-level units. 
Cubic space is used rather than linear. 
One level of these gardens can flower a 
mini-sea of green while maintaining 2-4 
micro mother plants on a second level. 
Clones and seedlings grow on shelves on 
a third level. A closet garden such as this 
can yield a pound of flowers every 60 
days. The consumer has become the 
producer. 

Indoor growing sparked a revolution in 
“grow” technology, but one still needed to 
be a grower to use the technology that 
developed. Closet gardens have made 
necessary a revolution in applied tech- 
nology—user-friendly gardens as simple 
to use as the telephone. Let's look at 
these changes. 

To make the idea of closet gardens 
work, the concept of growing had to 
change. No longer could one grow whole 
plants—not even mini-plants. Instead, 
clones must be used to take advantage of 
space and genetic potential. (Clones are 
pieces of the original plant grown asex- 
ually into exact duplicates of the mother 
plant.) Clones don't need to be “grown” 
like plants do. Clones don't need to ma- 
ture like plants do. When rooted, the 
clones are usable. 

Instead of a room of plants, one has an 
area of clones. Uniform size clones are 
packed every two square inches. The en- 
tire area of clones is then flowered. Sixty 
days later, this area is a sea of buds. Iden- 
tical, mature main buds, atop pencil 
stalks. 

Harvesting becomes a different experi- 
ence. There are no branches to cut, few 
leaves to be trimmed. The whole clone is 
pulled, the bud is cut from its stalk and 
placed into the drying area. As soon as 
the buds to be harvested are done, new 
clones are put in their place. 

Cloning itself is facing a revolution, as 
tissue culture gets put into everyday use. 
No longer will one need to cut a piece of 
the mother plant to make a clone. Single 
cells will be grown into mini-plantlets/ 
clones. No more worrying about rooting. 
Scrape some of the plant into the growth- 
rooting gel, shake it up, put it into an incu- 
bator and wait for the plantlets/clones to 
grow. Tissue culture will allow for millions 
of exact clones to be stored ina test-tube 
size container, awaiting the time they are 


needed.

HAVE TO LEAVE announcement in HIGH TIMES for the Holland 
Tour, hosted by Ed Rosenthal, I knew it was for 
me. I sent in my $200 non-refundable deposit

TALK TOUR “Dutch Scene .” From the West Coast to the East 
Coast, I was on my way.

The Bulldog Palace, Amsterdam’s best-known cannabis coffee shop. Alcohol is available from a bar 
upstairs; downstairs one can choose hash and sinsemilla from a wide range of options. 


Being the first to arrive in the KLM departure area of 
Kennedy airport, I was trying to catch a few 2’s when Stu 
pulled up in a white stretch limo. I thought, “Here's a guy 
who really takes his vacations seriously.” He told me later 
that he had me figured for a wild longhaired homeless 
person. Considering I was huddled in a fetal position, 
wearing an old green jacket and feeling rather constipated, 
it wasn’t a difficult mistake to make. We had talked on the 
phone a few days earlier and developed an instant rapport, 
but meeting me somehow made a rather different 
impression. 

In his mid-twenties, Stu is short and stout, with a very 
out-going nature. When Stu’s mind grasps hold of an idea, 
he dives into the details, reporting them rapid-fire and 
leaving me miles behind. One other quality about Stu is 
his inherent sincerity. The extrovert and introvert met, and 
the balancing forces laid the foundation for a longtime 
friendship between us. 

Just before boarding KLM flight 642 to Schiphol (the 
international airport outside of Amsterdam), we set about 
to find the other tour members. Stu and I did, I’m sure, 
create some concern and puzzlement among our fellow 
passengers as we carefully checked out those we thought 
were likely candidates. “Hi, are you guys with the HIGH 
TIMES tour?,” we asked some dumbfounded passengers. 
‘One guy, we were positive, was a DEA agent assigned to 
follow the tour. Standing nondescript in the queue, he 
kept a watchful eye on us, through beady eyes. Then the 
fire broke out. 

One of the passengers had thrown a lit cigarette into a 
trashcan next to the line of passengers getting ready to 
board KLM 642. I hoped, rather deeply, that this was not a 
bad omen. 

The departure gate staff tried to ignore me as best they 
could, but I kept sensing stolen glances out of the sides of 
their eyes. I informed a large, well-shaped woman, in a 
very sexy KLM uniform, about the fire. She looked at me 
and said, “Oh yes, it happens at least once a week.”

The first obstacle affected Doug and Carol, a very 
friendly and happy couple, in their early thirties. 

Their baggage did not arrive with our flight, due to late 
check in, caused by the ticket arriving late from the travel 
agent. The baggage showed up the next day and KLM/ 
Golden Tulip arranged for its shipment to The Hague from 
Schiphol. At first glance, Peter, a guy in his late thirties, 
was the most mysterious tour member. Behind tinted 
glasses, he radiated fear from eyes ringed with dark circles. 
At first Stu and I suspected he might be DEA (sorry Pete). 
But Peter turned out to be okay, a pathfinder who went to 
Amsterdam a day ahead of everyone else. He also served 
as a guide, since he was the only person in the group who 
had been to Holland, 17 years ago. 

Bob and Marty were from Northern California. Bob was 
a young, knowledgeable, cannabis expert looking to start 
a grow store. They introduced all of us to the “Bucket 
Ripper,” a lung-busting, mind-blowing way to get high. 
When Bob designs and builds a commercial model, it’s 
sure to be an instant hit with true stoners. 

Both turned out to be very good on skateboards. Had it 
not been for the nearly ubiquitous use of cobble stone 
pavement in the Netherlands, them Dutch Home-boys 
would have seen some really, man, gnarrrtly, man, really 
devastating moves!!!, as either of them might have put it. 
I'm sure they left quite an impression on a couple of dudes 
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they found surfin’ the streets in (where else?) a Dutch 
shopping mall. 

Schiphol was in a fog as our 747 made its bumpy way 
through the clouds on final approach. At any rate, once 
safely on the ground we presented ourselves to Dutch 
Passport Control. Passport in hand, I approached a very 
unfriendly-looking man sitting behind a counter. I felt 
sure I had the Scarlet Letter on my forehead and was 
about to get booted out of Holland. As is usually the case 
though, my paranoia was unfounded. He simply gave my 
passport a quick glance, stamped it, and motioned me on, 
along with the other six. 

The train ride to The Hague went over a flat landscape 
shrouded in mist. It really looked like Holland. Dikes, dark 
green fields, verdant stands of trees, cows, and, of course, 
the occasional windmill. There were also several thin 
strips of land, alongside the train tracks filled with small 
houses and garden plots. It was explained by a friendly 
Dutch woman sitting next to me that these were weekend 
cottages. A lot of city people keep these small houses, no 
bigger than a small garage, and maintain plots of 
vegetables and fruits for the family table. It was all very 
neat but nothing really interesting was growing, if you 
know what I mean. 

We arrived at the Golden Tulip “Green Park” hotel (a 
most appropriate name I must admit), where we all had 
our reservations, in more ways than one. I, at first, refused 
to check in on the grounds that we had been misled by the 
tour operator and wanted to spend two days in The Hague 
and four in Amsterdam. So I stubbornly remained in the 
Green Park lobby. 

The hotel concierge (remember Lurch of the Addam’s 
Family?) apologized for the mistake, but insisted there was 
nothing he could do, since it had been the responsibility of 
the tour operator and not his hotel. Besides, the room was 
fantastic and wouldn’t I please get with the program and 
check in? So, after an honorable pause I did so, and the 
room was fantastic. If we were to be stuck in The Hague 
for four days, this was certainly the way to do it. 

Although I was burned out from jet travel, the urge to 
get that first smoke in a “cafe” was too much.

It 
was a mild, clear, spring-like afternoon in The Hague. Just 
made for exploring. 

The Sky Cafe became our gateway to the Dutch scene. 
Like so many small “cafes”, it had an ambience that 
reminded one of a ’70s-era disco without the ball mirror 
and raised stage. Decibel levels exceeded those known to 
cause permanent deafness. Fortunately, when I requested 
some Bob Marley, I was met with a favorable and quick 
response. 

I would be amiss if I did not convey my great pleasure at 
being able to purchase one pre-rolled spliff, a cup of coffee 
and, upon retiring to my table, smoke it all in. The feeling 
of liberation was fantastic. I could get used to this!!! 

The Sky was of most significance to Stu. He had found 
his vacation romance, with the bar maid, Fien, a lovely 
young woman with wavy, light brown hair and close-set 
green eyes. It was easy to see why Stu was so struck. I 
think we all were. It was also from Fien that we would 
meet Mr. X (not his real name), the Great Dane (not his 
real name either), and Eric. 

On the third day, Stu, Bob, Marty and I went along ona 
trip to a mail order supply house that has made its name 
in “Tips” filter-tips, for spliff rolling. Mr. X, one of the head 


guys, offered to take us on a tour of a “big time” growing 
operation out in the Dutch countryside. It would only cost 
$100 each and there had to be at least five of us to make it 
happen. Well, although I thanked Mr. X for his kind offer, 
and speaking only for myself, I pointed out that I had 
already paid over $1,000 for a tour that implied that this 
sort of thing was part of the package in the first place. I 

also remarked that since Mr. X knew Ed Rosenthal and 
about the tour (something he told us), he was taking 
advantage of us. The situation became a bit tense. 

Needless to say, that did not go over big with Mr. X and 
the Great Dane. I quickly realized I had gone off at the 
mouth again! Somehow, I had pushed the Dane’s button. 
He began going on about how all Americans were just so 
many “stupid monkeys,” responsible for all the problems 
in the world. I tried to tell him we were not exactly 
conservative Republicans, but I was constantly 
interrupted. Giving up, I went into another room, sat 
down, and contemplated how I would write this part of 
the story without creating an international incident. 

Bob and Stu, though, were like kids in a toy store. Mr. X 
showed us a sample case of his hash and green collection. 
It was very impressive. The warehouse was filled with

a growing operation? Unfortunately, it never came about. 
Maybe next time under more favorable conditions. 

After a couple of hours, Marty and I split, hitting 
various “cafes.” Later that night, at the hotel, Eric showed 
up. He had attached himself to Stu and the others. (I never 
got the story about how that happened.) Eric was a young 
Dutch man, 22 years old. He was a bit too friendly, 
accepting and assuming certain favors. He reminded me of 
other sponges and con artists I had met in past travels. 
However, Eric gave us a look at the Dutch scene we would 
have otherwise missed. 

Eric spoke, at length, about how the Dutch system of 
welfare for its citizens worked and how he exploited it. 
When I asked him if he and others his age might be taking 
the freedom and liberal benefits his country provided for 
granted, he replied in his heavy Dutch accent. “Yah! You 
know, it’s true we do. I see that especially when I meet 
Americans like you who tell me about the homeless, and 
stupid drug laws over there in the U.S.” He then looked at 
me with a wide grin, nodding his head rapidly. 

I don’t like to admit it, but it was at these points, late at 
night, when I would start to fade. While the rest were still 
hot to trot, I went to sleep. Eric and Fien took Stu, Bob, 
and Marty toa club called the Beach. That next day at 
breakfast they looked like zombies . 

Here it should be pointed out that the hotel staffs, at 
both Golden Tulips we stayed at, were very patient, 
considering we were hardly typical of the hotel’s normal 
clientele and we were in high party gear most the time.

Then 
they left the room, smoke detector deactivated. 

On the fourth day we took the train to Amsterdam. Our 
first stop was the Info Center (Hash Museum) next to the 
Sensi Seed Club. There we met Mrs. Bud (not her real 
name), a young, pretty woman who runs the grow store. 
She tumed us on to some very good homegrown bud that 
was far superior to anything we had gotten in the “cafes.” 
In the end I'd have to say it was the best I had while in 
Holland. Although a few “cafes” had some moderately 
killer Thai and a spacy variety called “B-52,” they could 
not compare with this indoor skunk. 

It would be impossible to list all the “cafes” we visited. 
If you're ever in Holland and need a good guide to the 
“cafe” scene, pick up The Golden Blow or more preferably, 
Mellow Pages. Both guides are available from the Sensi 
Seed Club. 

On day six I needed a break from “cafes,” smoking, and 
the group. Suffice it to say that an early morning 
encounter led me to a place I had somehow anticipated 
would be there and an experience I would somehow have 
while in Holland. 

Due to this “lost” day I did not go back to see Mrs. Bud 
at the Sensi Seed Club, I really wish I could have! Stu and 
the rest did go back, though, and Bob purchased more 
material in his quest for the Perfect Growing System. I also 
heard that a big part of that day was spent satisfying some 
of our member's libidos. 

The tour was now coming to an end. Early the last day, 
Peter called and asked me to come down to his room and 
help him smoke some surplus hash. Stu had planned to 
return to The Hague and have a romantic farewell with his 
sweet young bar maid, Fien. Unfortunately, he overslept 
and barely had time to pack before we all left for the 
airport together. 

The scene in the airport was rather frantic, every check- 
in line at least five deep. After finding out that Peter and I 
were now on standby, and after having checked his bag, 
Stu realized that he still had a hash cupcake in his jacket

pocket. Then Peter pulled out some more hash he had 
forgotten about.

Clone concentrate is available at 
your favorite grow/hydroponic store in 
your area.

When the clones are switched to 12- 
hour light to induce flowering to deter- 
mine sex, you say to discard the males as. 
well as the plants under the halide. If the 
plants under the halide are on a 24-hour 
cycle how do you know which are males? 


| obviously didn’t state this clearly 
enough—I got a lot of mail on this 
question. When the garden was set up, 
all the seeds were placed in color- 
coded cups, as well as being num- 
bered. The clones from each specific 
plant also have the same color and 
numbers on it. When the clones are 
flowered, all one has to do is remove 
the males. (If you want to make seeds, 
collect and save the pollen for future 
use.) As you discard the males take 
note of their color-coding and number. 
Using that as a guide, go back to the 
main plantlets which are under 24- 
hour light and match the color and 
numbers to those plantlets. Now you 
know which of the plantlets are male 
and you can discard them (or flower 
them, collect and label the pollen, then 
discard the plantlets). This will leave 
you with all females. Now you use the 
color-coding to pick out the BEST fe- 
males to be the basis for your continu- 
ing garden. 

How does one take 20 clones from two. 
plants? Where are they taken from? How 
do | get the 40 clones you mention at the 
end? 

The cloning sites multiply as you 
take them from the plantlets. Just like 
the Hydra—when you cut off one head 
two grow back in its place. Every plant 
in the main chamber has two main 
cloning sites as well as several sec- 
ondary stalks that have received extra 
growth, due to the cutting of the main 
stalk. All of these can now be cut for 
clones. It would be easy to get 4-6 
clones from each plantlet at this stage. 
This adds up to 20-30 clones. The 
clones below can be cloned, adding 
another 5 to the total. If you wait till 
these are rooted, your next cloning 
could yleld 8-10 clones per plantlet up 
top and 10 from below. When you're 
ready, the clones to be flowered are 
moved up to the main area under the 
halide and the cycle Is set to 12 hours. 


When you say 24-hour cycle or 12-hour 
cycle do you mean 24 on, 24 off, or do you 
mean 24 hours of continuous light?

HT: I remember when they were 
building the Trans-Panama highway, 
there was a lot of that. 

JG: Yeah. They've done that kind of 
stuff—not quite like it was, but there are 
lots of tribes whose existence is 
threatened. 

HT: Kill the alien. 

JG: That's right. That doesn’t seem 
necessary, either. 

HT: This is an election year—shouldn’t 
Bush and Dukakis be saying something 
about... 

JG: They should be, but it's just an 
indication of how little attention this 
idea is getting. It's not getting the 
attention it deserves. They're leaving it 
alone because they can’t deal with it 
either, And we already have such a 
twisted policy—I mean, American 
money is defoliating parts of Colombia 
for drugs. 

HT: And putting dictators in power. 

JG: And they're clearing land in other 
places to grow drugs. I mean, we're 
giving this signal that’s so complex, and 
our notion of what's helpful is the whole 
Contra thing and the rest of that stuff. It’s 
like we don’t know what side we're on, 
and neither Dukakis or Bush knows any 
better than the rest of us. 

HT: How can our readers handle this 
problem if a presidential candidate 
can't? 

JG: Because I think a lot of the 
important stuff takes place outside the 
political arena. This is not really inside 
the realm of politics, or even in the realm 
of foreign policy, because this has more 
to do with world economics. The World 
Bank is the closest thing to a governing 
board here and the governments of the 
world defer to the World Bank. 

HT: Are you afraid of this being an 
ongoing thing? 

JG: I'm afraid of not being able to solve 
it. That’s what I’m afraid of. But we'll 
stick with it. We're committed, We'll stick 
with it until the ball is really rolling. But 
nobody should mistake us for being the 
people that can solve this problem, 
because it’s everybody's concern.

is your history with him? How did you 
first meet John Lennon? 

DP: I met John Lennon on St. Marks 
Place. A friend of mine ran to my 
apartment and said, “David, John Lennon 
and Yoko are in the Limbo Clothes store 
on St. Mark's Place.” So I ran there as 
quick as possible to meet them. So I 
walked into the clothes store, and there 
he was! I shook his hand and said, 
“Hello, I'm David Peel from Elektra 
Records. Glad to know you.” He shook 
my hand back and said, “Oh, hi, how are 
you.” And that was it. 

‘Then Howard Smith reintroduced me 
toJohn and Yoko. He arranged for them 
to see me perform in Washington Square 
Park, where I had a following and 
everything. It's the old saying, “It's who 
you know.” I was screaming out my Peel- 
osophy in the park as John and Yoko and 
my audience watched and listened: “No 
rock singer ever paid to see an audience, 
so why should an audience pay to see a 
rock singer?" Pure logic, you know. So 
what happens is he likes it, and I start 
singing all my songs. I sang “The Pope 
Smokes Dope.” That turned him on. 
“Where did he get that song from? I like 


HT: Were you auditioning? 

DP: [ wanted to see if they liked the song 
or not—little did I realize it was actually 
for an album. 

HT: How did you talk Paul McCartney 
into singing on your record? 

DP: He sang on one song from the album: 
Pass On This Side (ESP Records). 

Paul McCartney was a friend of 

Leslie Fradkin, and they played on the 
song called “God Bless California”. I did 
the song “To Err Is Human” without the 
former Beatle/bassman. And the quote 
from Paul McCartney was, “I never 
believed I'd see the day that David Peel 
would be on the same record as me.” 

HT: It's always seemed incredible to me 
that you were among the first people the 
Beatles worked with right after they 
broke up. 

DP: It probably was part of my destiny for 
this to happen to me. They were 
definitely broken up, but they were 
working together at the same music 
companies. By the way, the Beatles, for 
the record, put up the money for David 
Peel's record The Pope Smokes Dope. 
The Beatles were foolish, trying to stop 
me from doing my record LP. John 
Lennon was the only one, with Yoko 
Ono, who defended me about putting the 
record out on Apple. The Beatles 
definitely did not want the album out. 


At the first 
Be-In, we had more people smoking 
banana skins than marijuana.” 


the way that sounds.” 

And from that point on, he started 
singing it to himself, then Jerry Rubin 
arranged for me to see him again, I saw 
him again in the East Village, on Seventh 
Street near the Fillmore East. 

A friend of mine told me again that he 
was gonna come to the Village. This time 
I brought my guitar. And I was ready. So, 
right away, I sang “The Pope Smokes 
Dope’. John and Yoko joined in, and 
sang along with my friends, and then the 
cops told us to move on and that turned 
all of us off. Jerry was there, I think 
Abbie was there, and so was John, Yoko, 
their big limousine, and chauffeur, all 
part of the Lower East Side band. 

To make a long story short, I went 
home that weekend and started writing a 
song called “The Ballad of New York 
City, John Lennon/Yoko Ono”. told 
Jerry Rubin, and gave him a copy, he 
took it to John and Yoko, I had my first 
audition. There was no doubt in my mind. 
I was gonna pass the test, because it was 
about them. 


(Speaking into the tape recorder as if it 
were a direct line to The Beatles) But I, 
David Peel, feel very, very, very honored 
that you Beatles helped me out. I can't 
really say you were foolish, but you, as 
Beatles, made the right decision, 
whether you liked it or not. You, in your 
true sense, had no sense of guilt, and had 
no choice but my instincts to put David 
Peel on Apple Records for John Lennon 
and Yoko Ono, The Pope Smokes Dope. 
‘Thank you very much, I love the Beatles. 
Bring back the Beatles. Imagine! 
What other projects was John Lennon. 
working on at that time? 

DP: Three record albums were being 
done at one time. He had The Pope 
Smokes Dope, Elephant’s Memory, and 
Sometime in New York City. All three 
record albums are off the market now. 
They were not put in any of the Apple 
Records catalogues, except Sometime in 
New York City. Now that's deleted. 

HT: With all the John Lennon hype over 
the last few years, why won't they 
re-release your stuff? 


DP: Because it’s too controversial to even 
have my picture on the back cover of the 
Sometime in New York City record 
album with John Lennon and Yoko Ono. 
Thad my picture on there with them, and 
it also had my name onit, too. 

By the way, I could have done very, 
very well without John and Yoko. I did 
not need their coaching to do well, 
although it did help. Once you start to 
sing about marijuana, man, you're 
always ahead of yourself. You know, 
marijuana is bigger than all the Beatles 
and anyone else in the world. 

HT: Did you smoke pot with the Beatles? 
DP: No, but I wish I did. I got high with 
one of them, yes. You know, I got high 
with the help from my friends. Yes, I 
would say that. I got a David Peel high 
with John Lennon. 

We did the benefits, also he did a 
music thing with Frank Zappa during this 
time, too. Finally, we had our falling out 
because of the US government pressure 
on all of us, involving John and Yoko's 
immigration status. 

‘Asa matter of fact, it was me who got 
Pete Bennett and Geraldo Rivera in 
touch with John and Yoko in California 
to do the “One To One” rock music 
benefit at Madison Square Garden. I was 
the only one who knew where they were. 
The benefit was for the retarded kids of 
Willowbrook on Staten Island. It was one 
of Geraldo Rivera’s pet projects. 

For the record again, David Peel and 
the Lower East Side were the first 
unofficial Plastic Ono Band for John and 
Yoko in the United States of America, in 

1971. We played in Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
as the backup band for John and Yoko, 
and as our own band at the John Sinclair 
Benefit, Ten for Two. John Sinclair—ten 
years, two joints, right? Tom Forcade 
was my manager then. We had enough 
bodyguards to make the CIA and FBI 
envious. Tom Forcade made sure that, 
everything was under control, and that 
nobody bothered us. 

HT: Any last thoughts? 

DP: I'd just like to say, Tom Forcade will 
always be in the memory of David Peel 
from the Lower East Side. And my future 
music projects will be: 1. “The Tompkins 
Square Park Riot” album tape (David 
PeeV/Greg Rex and the Lower East Side) 
2, World Peace I (an environmental/ 
humanitarian album by David Peel and 
the Human Race) 3. The Homeless 
People album tape (David Peel and the 
Lower East Side) 4. A free rock 'n’ roll 
university school of arts and sciences 

5. To perform at all Smoke-Ins and pot 
protests wherever possible until 
marijuana is legalized in the United 
States of America.

Both of the theories you mentioned 
are myths. Neither chronological age 
nor pre-flowering light patterns af- 
fects potency. The main factors are 
genetics, and the ripeness of the bud. 


SMOKE, THE “TILT” AND 
CANCER 


Dear Ed, 

| read in your column about a pipe 
called the “Tilt which did not burn the 
marijuana but only vaporized the oils 
present. Would smoking in this way re- 
duce the risk of lung cancer” Where can | 
getone?

The “Tilt” is unavailable. Untortu- 
nately for consumers and the manu- 
facturer, the anti-paraphernalia 
hysteria started up just as the pipe en- 
tered the marketplace. 

The pipe has a heating element un- 
der a removable tray on which the can- 
nabis is placed. The material is heated 
to the point where the THC evaporates 
and is then vaporized, leaving the veg- 
etative material on the tray. Many of the 
carcinogenic compounds found in 
cannabis result from the burning veg- 
etative material. Since no vegetative 
material is burned using this tech- 
nique, less harmful material reaches 
the lungs. 


STORING SEEDS 


Dear Ed, 
just bought over 15 varieties of seed, 
but | am only using 3 or 4 of each kind. 
How can | store the extras for a couple 
of years?

Place the seeds in an airtight con- 
tainer with a dessicant. Seeds can be 
stored in the refrigerator this way for 1 
to2 years. For longer periods, they can 
be stored in the freezer. However, ev- 
ery freeze and thaw cycle will damage 
some of the seeds.

PESTS 


Dear Ed, 

Ihave a Hydro-Farm 4 unit with an ebb 
and flow system. Can | use pea gravel, 
perlite, and vermiculite as the medium? 
luse bat guano as a tea for 
er? 

Using hydroponics, will the plants be 
susceptible to spider mite infections? 
—Big Al

Yes, a combination of pea gravel, per- 
(e, and vermiculite can be used in the 
system. However, pea gravel alone 
works just as well or even better be- 
cause more oxygen gets to the roots. If 
you do use the combination, add 
styrofoam to the mix to dry it out a bit. 

Bat guano can be mixed into a tea to 
fertilize the plants organically. Other 
possible fertilizers are fish emulsion, 
blood meal, potash, and various 
manures. 

The plant leaves and stems will be 
susceptible to the same infections as 
plants grown in soil. 


ACAT’S PLEA

My cat loves marijuana leaves. He sits 
outside the grow room door crying until 
he gets some. Can the grass hurt him in 
any way and does he really get high from 
it?

The cat obviously gets high from the 
grass or else he would not cry for it. If 
he has not had adverse reactions as 
yet, the pot probably does not hurt 
him. 

Have you tried giving the creature 
catnip?

or wars by foreign nations, ie. OPEC, 
Khomeni's Iran, etc., can virtually hold 
the U.S. hostage. Methanol and other 
methods deserve serious 
investigation—and certainly no 
governmental or bureaucratic 
impediment to the most efficient 
growing celluloses of all—hemp, 
cornstalks, sugarcane. In fact, Brazil in 
1984 ran one-million, two-hundred- 
thousand (1,200,000) cars on methanol 
made from sugarcane stalks. 
Depending on the methanol used to 
produce it, methanol can be retailed for 
about $6.00 per barrel or 15 cents per 
gallon. The cellulose used in methanol 
production may be obtained from corn- 
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stalks, wood, or even lawn trimmings. 
Science Digest (a Hearst publication) 
reported in 1983 that “over” fifty 
percent of America’s automotive 
gasoline needs could be fulfilled 
through an aggressive program of 
recycling the cellulose contained in just 
‘our waste paper alone!—That bears 
repeating: fifty percent of all America’s 
gas for cars can come from recycling 
waste paper, right now! 

Then—depending on which U.S. 
Agricultural report is correct—a full- 
grown hemp plant can provide about 4 
to 50—to even 100 times the cellulose 
found in cornstalk, the planet's next 
highest annual cellulose plant. Hemp 
can, in most places, be harvested twice 
a year, and in warmer areas, such as 
Southern California, Texas, Florida, 
and the like, it could be a “year round” 
crop. 

The United States government pays 
(in cash or in “kind”) for farmers to 
refrain from growing on 89 million 
acres of farmland each year, called the 
soil bank. Ten million of these acres in 
hemp would be the equivalent of 40 
million to 500 million acres of 
cornstalks—(given the difference for 
C-3 plants and C-4 plants METHANE 
POTENTIAL) enough to run 
America, with the recycling of paper, 
etc.—virtually without oil except as 
petroleum fertilizer. And 10 to 89 
million acres of hemp or cornstalks plus 
its corn would make it (energy) a whole 
new ballgame. @

Hydroponic development has kept 
pace with the closet garden revolution. 
Units are being designed to give every- 
one the type of system they want, be it 
sub-irrigation, nutriponic, or drip. All are 
being miniaturized to fit the closet 
application. 

The consumer need only worry about 
genetics. With the current state of genetic 
development, the consumer need only 
pick up a catalog, read the description, 
and order the perfect seed stock for the 
closet garden. Great cannabis is. avail- 
able to anyone. Seed banks allow con- 
sumers to buy uniform plants of specific 
types. Consumers know ahead of time 
what the harvest will be like. 

Closet growing has its political side as 
well, The consumer becomes the pro- 
ducer. Everyone can have great cannabis 
without the danger of buying it. The mar- 
ket is in for a shock. The closet garden 
kills the “criminal” market. No one will buy 
cannabis if they can grown it with no tech- 
nological skills. No black market means 
children’s access to cannabis and other 
drugs by association will end. It also 
means the consumer now faces the for- 
feiture law as well as zero tolerance. It's 
no longer the “other” guy who will get 
zapped. This means everyone's safety 
lies in supporting NORML. No one should 
be a criminal for growing their own.

1 medium onion 

1 small green pepper 

3 cloves fresh garlic, chopped 

1 cup chopped basil (fresh) 

1 teaspoon oregano 

4 teaspoon thyme 

Pizza sauce (mix one 8 oz. can of tomato 
sauce with Italian seasoning mix—t tsp.

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LOST WOME

This month we're gonna take a look at 
LOST WOMEN. Not the kind that are guest 
victims on the next Donahue or Oprah, I'm 
talking about entire lost female tribes and 
civilizations in old movies that used to 
show up a lot at three AMon local TV 
channels. 

Usually, a small group of men 
accidentally discover the women. The guys 
include an older reserved captain or 
scientist, a handsome, cool, young officer 
(for the women to fight over), and one or 
two normal, American, wisecracking, horny 
guys (sometimes with Bronx accents) who 
think they've gone to heaven but don’t 
know where to start. 

‘The women can be on an island, in the 
jungle, or in outer space. They usually hate 
men (at least when the movie starts), but 
sometimes they just have to learn what men 
‘re. Some races of lost women have their 
‘own language, some just grunt, others 
speak very cultured English. One thing they 
all have in common is they look sexy, dress 
sexy, and even if they're primitive, they use 
eyeliner, lipstick, lots of Nair, and have 
fashionable hairstyles. 

In the spring of 1945, while the war in 
Europe was winding down, RKO released 
Tarzan and the Amazons. in real life, 
Johnny Weissmuller was married six times, 
but—despite a whole tribe of friendly, 
beautiful women wearing short leopard- 
skin dresses, he only had eyes for Jane. 
Anyway, these amazons obeyed their old 
queen, played by Maria Ouspenskaya 
(better known for being a wolfman 
expert). 

In two pretty obscure and very cheap 
1947 movies, actresses got to rule female 
tribes. Amira Moustafa was the Queen of 
the Amazons (Lippert). Her tribe was made 
up of ladies who had been shipwrecked and 
decided to leave civilization (and men) 
behind. Gale Sherwood was Meelah in 
Blond Savage (Eagle Lion). Check out It 
Came From Hollywood (1982) for a hard- 
to-believe scene with Sherwood (who later 
became Nelson Eddy’s singing partner) 
belting out a jungle chant to her excited 
followers. 

Prehistoric Women ('S0, Eagle Lion) was 
in “Gorgeous Cinecolor!” and featured a 
bottle with a 8'3” giant and an attack from 
a dragon that looks more like a bird.

Laurette Luez was Queen Tigri and Allan 
Nixon was a caveman. An offscreen 
narrator translates their grunts. This one’s 
a riot and it’s available from Rhino video 
(1201 Olympic Blvd., Santa Monica, CA 
90404). 

In 1952 the Untamed Women (United 
Artists) were “savage beauties who feared 
no animal... yet fell before the touch of 
men!” They were also descendents of 
‘ancient Druids, living peacefully without 
men until four American soldiers were shot 
down over their uncharted island during the 
war. This classic story features a bad tribe 
of “hairy men” on the next-door island, 
“stock-footage lizards as dinosaur” scenes, 
and is told by a lone male survivor to Lyle 
Talbot. 

Mesa of Lost Women ('52 Howco) is a 
uniquely mind-numbing grade Z experience 
which is credited to two directors and has 
some cosmic connections to Ed Wood Jr, of 
Plan Nine From Outer Space fame. A pre- 
Uncle Fester Jackie Coogan is a mad 
scientist hiding out in the Mexican desert 
creating a race of killer “Spider Women” 
played by actresses who are also from Ed 
Wood movies. Lyle Talbot, a vet of several 
Wood movies (and The Ozzie and Harriet 


Show) narrates, just like he did for 
Prehistoric Women. Even the music (some 
guy strumming chords on a guitar) was later 
reused in another Wood epic. Allan Nixon 
(see Prehistoric Women again) is the hero. 
Don’t miss it! 

Abbott and Costello Go To Mars 
(Universal) features a trip to Venus, 
populated with contestants from the 1953 
Miss Universe contest (including Anita 
Ekberg). Mari Blanchard is Queen Alura. 
Cat Women of the Moon (Astor) used the 
same idea (and more beauty pageant 
contestants) plus it’s in 3D and is funnier 
than the comedy it copied. With Sonny 
Tufts and Marie Windsor and “cat women” 
in black leotards (both 1953). 

Roger Corman’s She Gods of Shark Reef 
('56, AIP) was filmed in color in Hawaii. 
Two brothers (one good, one rotten) go to 
an island inhabited with pearl-diving 
women who practice human sacrifices. 

Fire Maidens From Outer Space ('56, 
Topaz) was sort of a British version of Cat 
Women of the Moon. Women on the planet 
Jupiter, and originally from Atlantis, dance 
the “Dance of Desire” for Sonny Tufts and 
other Earthmen. A guy in a monster mask 
attacks. 


The famous Queen of Outer Space was a 

1958 wide screen color release from Allied 
Artists. This time the man-haters are on 
Venus, and the Earth astronauts are faced 
with a giant spider. The queen hates men 
because her face was scarred by them ina 
war. Former Miss Hungary, Zsa Zsa Gabor 
(who's been married two more times than 
Johnny Weissmuller so far), stops her from 
blowing up Earth and saves the confused 
men. 

Wild Women of Wongo (58, Walcot) 
took place back on Earth. Its ridiculous plot 
features beautiful cave women on an island 
with ugly men, and a nearby island of 
handsome men and ugly women. What a 
concept! And it was filmed in Florida in 
Pathecolor! 

Missile to the Moon ('59, Astor) was. 
actually an even cheaper remake of Cat 
Women of the Moon with a killer spider 
puppet, juvenile delinquents, hilarious rock 
men, and space women in gold lamé 
bathing suits 

Colossus and the Amazons (60) was 
made in Italy. These amazons use men for 
breeding purposes only. Colossus visits. (By 
1960, all lost women were in color.) 

‘Mermaids of Tiburon (’62, Art Films) 
features Timothy Carey searching fora 
treasure guarded by a race of mermaids. In 
the 1965 adults only re-release called 
Aqua Sex, they're topless. A logical first. 
(Where is this movie now!?!) 

The Women of the Prehistoric Planet 
('65, Realart) starred John Agar and 
Wendell Corey as astronauts who land ona 
planet with more stock-footage lizards and 
the standard floppy space spider. They 
introduce Adam to Eve and name the planet 
Earth (!!!). The British Hammer studios 
released its own Prehistoric Women in ‘67. 
It had Martine Beswick as the cruel Queen 
Kari, whose dark-haired tribe keeps blondes 
for slaves. A male hunter (who might be 
dreaming it all) falls in love with a slave. 
Hammer also made The Viking Queen the 
same year with some similar ideas. The 
Million Eyes of Su-Muru (also from 
England) starred Shirley Eaton (the original 
Avengers partner), out to destroy the world 
with her all-female army. 

Voyage to the Planet of Prehistoric 
Women ('68, AIP) starred Mamie Van 
Doren as the leader of a tribe of telepathic 
alien women wearing clam shell bikinis, 
who worship a dead pterodactyl. Her 
scenes, directed by Peter Bogdanovich, 
were added to a Russian science fiction 
movie that Roger Corman had bought and 
reused several times; another classic that 
uses narration to try to establish a plot. 

The Spanish/German/American 
production Rio 70 had Shirley Eaton back 
‘as Su-Muru, with an all-female village of 
killers in the Amazon. With George 
Sanders, who was once married to Zsa Zsa

You might notice that the last lost women 
movie filmed in the US was in 1965. The 
mext one was from the land of Marcos. 
Wonder Women starred Nancy Kwan as the 
evil Dr. Su, with another all-female army, 
kidnapping male athletes for their spare 
parts. 

Next we turn to the small screen. Planet 
Earth (ABC) was a pretty modern, almost 
feminist, story from Star Trek producer 
Gene Roddenberry. In the future, an all- 
female society uses men ("Dinks”) as 
slaves. John Saxon and his buddy Ted 
(Lurch) Cassidy help the women fight off 
Nazi-style mutants and Saxon saves the 
future of mankind in the bedroom. Gold of 
the Amazon Women ('79, NBC) was a 
typically ridiculous look back at the good 
‘old days of lost women movies. Directed by 


Mark L. Lester (Truck Stop Women) it 
featured the return of Anita Ekberg (as 
‘Queen No-Eela). Bo Svenson and Donald 
Pleasance want the women’s gold. 
Frankenstein's Island ('81?, probably 
earlier) is dumber than all the movies listed 
‘so far. It was directed by Jerry Warren 
(Teenage Zombies), then sat on the shelf 
for years. Warren (who died in ‘88) lived 
just long enough to see his last masterpiece 
released on video. The island includes mad 
scientists, zombies, Cameron Mitchell as a 
sea captain used for blood transfusions, the 
ghost of John Carradine, a Frankenstein 
monster, and a race of jungle women in 
leopard-skin bikinis (from outer space) who 
help the shipwrecked men. In the hard to 
believe, often senseless tradition of Mesa 
of Lost Women, | think (or hope) this is the 
last word on the subject. @

I fell asleep 20 minutes 
into "Big Boss Man”, woke up an hour 
later and—wouldn't you know it— 


they were still playing "Big Boss 
Man”. I passed my teen years 
listening to the Stooges and the Velvet 
Underground, collecting grungy old 
rockabilly, R&B and garage records, 
and reading PUNK magazine which 
seemed to hate the Grateful Dead and 
all it stood for as much as I did. Now 
I'm an adult of sorts, I work for John 
Holmstrom (founder/publisher/editor 
of PUNK, my teen bible) who informs 
me that this issue is a special Dead 
issue. Figuring this would be a good 
way to get the hate mail up, I sharpen 
my pen and find, alas, I couldn't be 
bothered hating the Dead. Compared 
to the rest of the music scene in this, 
post-punk yuppie Reagan era the 
Dead come off as reasonably okay 
guys. Jerry Garcia is offhanded and 
intelligent in interviews in a way 
Springsteen or Sting could never be. 
And if their fans seem stuck in some

You can even 
hear him screaming at his mom like a 
backwoods Rupert Pupkin. The 
Mighty Caesars'—Thusly (Crypt) is 
modern garage rock so relentlessly 
trashy and musically unredeeming 


it's astounding that anyone would 
commit it to vinyl. Louie's Limbo 
Lounge (Las Vegas Grind Vol. 20)is 
yet another crazed volume, mixing 
disturbing rock'n'zoll instrumentals 
like Art Roberts’ “Give Her the Ax, 
Max" and the Periscopes’ "Beaver 
Shot” with mindbogglingly 
undescribable oddities such as 
Barbra & the Boys’ "Hooty 
Sapperticker”, for a listening 
experience quite unlike anything else 
(except Vol. 1, maybe). Also like to 
mention two of the best live shows I 
saw all year by guys I would've given 
up for brain-dead years ago. Iggy Pop 
has been putting on amazing shows 
all year, doing mostly old Stooges 
tunes like “Penetration” and "Scene of 
the Crime” and flailing himself 
around the stage (and into the 
audience) in a way he hasn't in a 
good 15 years or so. Bob Dylan was 
the other big surprise, his show, 
backed by a three-piece band, 
featured much crude and great lead 
guitar from Bob hissel{—and no 
fucking harmonica—thank God he 
finally put that thing to rest—and a 
surprisingly excellent song selection 
of both electric and acoustic stuff of 
mostly pre-’66 material. @ 
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
